REPORT OF BOARD OF MAUAGERa 



Offigs of MicmoAN Soldiers' Homr^ )

7b the Governor of Michigan : 

Sm — In conformity with law we have the honor to make this the first annual re|K)rt 
of the management of the Michigan Soldiers' Home. 

The Ilome was authorized by act No. 152, session laws of 1885, approved June 5, 1885, 
which provided for *'the establishment of a home for disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines within the State of Michigan.'* 

Under the provisions of section two of the act you appointed as the board of man- 
agers, A. T. Bliss, of Saginaw, and Samuel Wells, of Buchanan, for six years; Byron It 
Eierce, of Grand Rapids, and Koyal A. Remick, of Detroit, for four years; and Michaeli 
Brown, of Big Rapids, and Charles Y. Osbum. of Marquette, for two years. 

Section one of the act appropriated fifty thousand dollars for maintaining the Home 
for the years 1885 and 1886, it being the plain intention of the Legislature to begin as 
soon as possible the care and maintenance of those who would come under the con- 
ditions of admissibility to the Home under the provisions of section eleven of the act. 

For a more detailed report of the number cared for, and amount of money exinrnded* 
under tliis provision, we refer to the reports of the temporary manager and treasurtv. 

The selection of a site was the first question before the board, and, when it met in' 
Detroit, July 15th, 1885, propositions were on file from the following places in this- 
State: Grand Rapids, Muskegon, Saginaw, St. Joseph, Benton Harbor, Big Rapids, HoU 
land, Bay Springs, Owosso, Battle Creek, Port Huron, Wyandotte, Pontlac, Brooklyn, 
Grand Ledge, Cassopolis, Mt. Clemens and Allegan. 

The places deemed practicable, including those not already having a State institution 
located near them, were visited by the board in the following order: Wyandotte, Brook- 
lyn, Hillsdale, Battle Creek, Cassopolis, Niles, St. Joseph, Benton Harbor, Holland, 
Muskegon, Big Rapids, Grand Rapids, Allegan, Owosso, E^t Saginaw, Saginaw City, 
and Port Huron. 

The propositions from these different places may be condensed as follows: 

Wyandotte—Riyer Park hotel and furniture .complete, with adjacent property to 
make 100 acres, for $35,000. 

Brooklyn — Addison P. Cook offered Vineyard Lake park and farm (500 acres) an a 
donation. 

Hillsdale — The Olney farm and land adjoining, making 147 acres, or so much thereof 
as might be necessary, as a donation.

Battle Creek — Igt, 100 acres of the Bumham farm, the State to purchase the other 78 
acres at a cost of $10,250; 3nd, 100 acres of the Austin farm, the State to purchase the 
other 28 acres at a cost of $8,000; 3rd, 100 acres of the Austin farm, without any con- 
dition of part purchase. 

Cassopolis — 1st, 61 acres on the west shore of Stone Lake, or 2nd, the value of the 
above towards the purchase of the '* Forest Hall '' property ox. the Anderson farm. 

NUes—lOO acres of land. 

St, Joseph — The property known as '*Royalton Heights." 

Benton Harbor — General proposition. No definite location named. 

Holland — 1st, A location on south side of Macatawa Bay or Black Lake of a little 
over 100 acres; 2nd, 200 or 300 acres at Point Superior. 

Muskegon — The John Ruddiman tract. 91 acres, more or less, and the Moulton farm, 
47 acres, more or less; total, 138 acres. 

Big Rapids — Vincent farm and fair grounds, 134 acres. 

Grand Rapids— iBt, The *' Ball forty " and adjacent land; 2nd, The Ward farm, 272 
acres; 3rd, The Burchard farm; 4th, Powers & Uhl's farms; 5th, Nelson farm: 6th, 
Any other available site. 

Allegan— D&yis tract, 90 acres; Jackson farm, 93 acres; Streeter farm, 100 acres; Bid- 
well and Higginbotham, 100 acres. 

C>M"OS«o— 1st, The Williams farm, 100 acres; 2nd, Harding and Chamber's farm, 100 
acres; 3rd, Getman farm, 200 acres, the State to pay for buildings thereon; 4th, The 
north 100 acres, adjoining; 5th, 100 acres of the Fred Gould farm. 

East Saginaw and Saginaw — A general proposition of 100 acres of land. 

Port Huron — 100 acres of the Bunce tract; 100 acres of the He war tract; H2 acres of 
the Lake front tract. 

All of these points were visited and carefully examined, and the board then pro- 
ceeded to decide on a site, resulting in the selection of Grand Rapids. 

After Grand Rapids had been chosen a^ the locality for the Home, at a subsequent 
meeting, it was determined to build a home upon the Burchard farm, near Reed's Lake, 
providing the city would build and maintain a proper sewer. This proving impracti- 
.cable, the Burchard farm was abandoned and a new site selected on the Nelson farm, 
three miles north of the business center of the city. The tract was purchased by the 
-citizens of Grand Rapids at a cost of $16,500 and deeded to the State, comprising 182 
iicres. 

Proposals for plans and specifications of a building were advertised for and premiums 
offered as follows: $1,000 for the best and $800 for the second l^est plans and specifica- 
tions. 

In response thereto, a number were received, and the Board awarded to F. W. Hol- 
lister, architect of Saginaw, Michigan, the first premium, and to Spier & Rohns, of 
Detroit, the second premium. 

The dimensions of the buildings are 258 feet front, two wings each 120 feet deep. 
The central portion will be 98 feet deep, three stories high and basement. 

Proposals were then advertised for^for the construction of the building in accordance 
fKrith the plans adopted, for which the following bids were received :

Crocker & Hudnut, of Big Rapids 109,097.64 

W. D. Richardson, of Grand Rapids 116,516.63

Charles Tiedke, of Saginaw * 09,667.57 

Robert A. Lake, of Jackson 108,294.28 

Dawson & Anderson, of Toledo 109,000.00 

At the meeting held January 27, 1886, the bids were opened and the contract was 
awarded to Charles Teidke, of Saginaw, he being the lowest responsible bidder. 

March 15, 1886, ground was broken for the excavation for the building. April 18th 
the first stone was laid. December 80th, 1886, the building is to be dedicated. 

Credit is due to Mr. Tiedke, the contractor and builder, and to Mr. HoUister, the sup- 
erintendent and architect, for the rapid construction of the building. 

In the adoption of plans and construction, the Board has endeavored to provide a 
building as nearly fire-proof as possible; but the number of inmates to be cared for 
being so great, it was necessary to erect a large building which, with the amount appro- 
propriated therefor, could not be made absolutely fireproof. 

The building is heated by steam and lighted by gasoline gas. An ample supply of 
good water is obtained from Lamberton Creek, which flows through the grounds. 

This Board suggests that you recommend to the Legislature to make such appropriar 
tions as you deem adequate to the necessities of the home. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

MANAGER'S REPORT. 



Office of Michigan Soldiers* Home, > 
Orand Rapids Dec. £4th, 1886, ) 

His Excellency, R. A. Alqer, Qovemor of Michigan, and Chairman ex officio of the 
Board of Managers of the Michigan Soldiers* Home. 

Grovemor:— I have the honor to make this, my first annual report of the operations of 
the Michigan Soldiers* Home, in regard to the maintenance of the men and the running 
of the temporary home under my management. 

At a meeting of the Board of Managers, held in Detroit, August 17th, 1885, by reso- 
lution of Manager Brown, I was designated and authorized to take charge of the matter 
of looking after and caring for indigent soldiers during the construction of the Home, 
subject to the rules and regulations to be adopted by the Board. At the same meeting 
Major James W. Long was appointed derk and book-keeper, and subsequently I 
appointed him Adjutant of the Home. 

In section one, of the act authorizing the creation of the Home, there was a proviso 
looking to the establishment of a temporary Home until such time as a permanent 
building might be ready for occupancy. 

At the meeting of August 17th, it was determined to open this Home, and to receive 
such soldiers as might be admissible under the provisions of the law. The conditions 
were as follows: 

First— A declaration from the applicant himself, stating that he served as a soldier 
or sailor in the Union army or navy during the late civil war, and, that if he did not 
serve in a Michigan regiment, that he was, on the first day of June, 1884, an actual 
resident of the State of Michigan; also, a statement of his military service, number of 
enlistments, age, nativity, occupation, married or single, and name and address of 
nearest living relative. This was followed by a declaration of his disability; a state- 
ment as to the amount of his pension, the affidavit closing with an obligation to obey 
and abide by the rules and regulations of the Home. Following this was a certificate 
of identification to determine citizenship, and condition as far as ability to take care of 
himself was concerned. A surgeon's certificate followed this, stating the physical con- 
dition of the applicant. 

Although at the time the Soldiers' Home bill was brought up before the last Legislar 
ture there was a difference of opinion as to the necessity for a Home in this State, in 
view of the fact that the government of the United States had provided national homes 
for the disabled veterans; — from the time it was known that there was to be a tempo- 
pury Home established in this State, and some provisions made to relieve the sufferings 
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of the old veteranB of the war, applicationB for admission began to come in at once, the 
first applicant admitted being John Wright, 14th Michigan Infantry, who was admitted 
September 11th. 1885. 

The office having been removed to Grand Rapids, an arrangement was made with the 
Board of Managers of St. Mark's Home, whereby board, lodging, washing, medical 
attendance, and bathing was furnished to the men /or the smn of three dollars per 
week per man. The first men admitted came from a class who were, while not con- 
fined to beds, not able to gain their living by manual labor. They came from a class 
whose military records were perfect; they had been brave soldiers; were old and unable 
to gain their own living, and turned gladly to accept the beneficence of the State which 
they had served. As time passed on another class began to arrive; men who had to be 
helped from the cars, only to be transferred to a bed in the hospital; broken down in 
every way that physical nature is subject to, and it was soon discovered that some extra 
compensation for their care, however small, was no more than just. When men were 
bed-ridden and required the constant care of an attendant, a compensation of two dol- 
lars a week extra was allowed, making the total maintenance of this class cost five 
dollars per week. 

St. Mark's Home soon became insufficient, and arrangements were made with a 
boarding house keeper, whereby other men could be accommodated. This home becom- 
ing filled, the Union Benevolent Association Home was utilized. After that, other 
homes were established in the city, until, at the present time, the men are kept in the 
following places: St. Mark's Home, U. B. A. Home, Clinton Home, American Home, 
Wilson Home, Smith Home, and Nelson wood Home. At the American Home, which 
was established in a building formerly used as a hotel, a general hospital was established 
and a dispensary opened which was placed under the charge of Dr. R. H. Stevens, act- 
ing surgeon of the Home. In this hospital were placed the men who needed heroic 
medical treatment. 

During the summer it was determined to establish a home in a building upon the 
Soldiers' Home grounds, belonging to the estate of the late James M. Nelson, and which 
had been used by him as a summer residence. Accordingly twelve men were located 
at that place, which was called Nelsonwood Home, and there thev have employed 
themselves in light work, such as gardening and cultivating the tillable soil, resulting 
in raising quite a large amount of vegetables, some of which are now on hand, ready 
for use. 

It has been the design to have as few restrictions upon these old soldiers as possible ; 
the rules and regulations of the Home have been such that sobriety was required, a 
courteous treatment to their comrades; that, unless especially excused they should be 
in their quarters by 8 o'clock in the evening; and beyond this no restrictions have been 
placed upon them. 

Believing that the taxpayers of the State of Michigan do not propose to support at 
their expense any drunkards or insubordinate and dangerous men, this class, when con- 
victed in the police court, or when by continual drunkenness and insubordination they 
become disobedient to rules, have been discharged from the Home. 

There is another feature in connection with the Home which has appeared during my 
management. A great many of the men who are old and decrepid, seem to wish as far 
as possible to gain their own living; for this purpose they have applied for and received 
ninety-day furloughs, and in many cases have had them extended. 

Another feature I would here state. Some applications have been received, where

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the applicants stated (which statementrf were backed by the written endorsements of 
some of the best citizens of this State) that they were bed-ridden, helpless and could not 
be moved; these cases, with a few exceptions, after earful consideration, were allowed 
to remain at their homes, and there to receive a compensation of three dollars per week, 
the same as would be paid for their subsistence if at t)ie temporary home. The result 
of this policy was an accumulation of quite a number of what was denominated " local 
aid " inmates, and it soon became apparent that if this was continued it would result in 
the establishment of a large State pension list. It was a hard question to decide; these 
men had been disabled in the service of their country, and they were not in a condition 
to be removed, but in view of the steady increase of this class, the Board of Managers* 
at a meeting held April 20th, 1886, stopped all local aid, except in cases where the 
applicants could show by medical affidavit that they were entirely bed-ridden, reducing 
the cases thus receivmg aid to two. 

The discipline adopted for the government of the Home inmates seems to have been 
sufficient, except in the cases of a few men, with no especial military record, short 
terms of service, and who were not susceptible to either kindness or the necessity of 
having a regular rule to govern all of the inmates alike, and exx)erience has shown that 
the Home is a great deal better off by the absence of these malcontents. 

Up to and including December 16th, 1886, the men admitted into the Home were 
from the following localities, all being counties of Michigan, except where the State is 
specified.

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As to the future of the Home, now that the building is about ready for occupancy, I 
can give my ideas, which are about as follows: There will be, in all probability, from 
400 to 450 inmates to be taken care of, with a gradual increase for the next ten years. 
Many of the veterans show a disposition to take care of themselves and remain with 
their families as long as they possibly can, but as the years roll around, infirmities 
increase, and they will have to apply for admission to the Home. Besides this the 
Grand Army posts in the State have been aiding many, but as age increases upon the 
comrades, who have hitherto been supporters of others, disabilities will follow, which 
will make these contributions impossible, and not only that but many of them them- 
selves will become inmates of the Home. 

The permanent Home will be occupied Janiiary 1st, 1887, with about 300 inmates. 
The report of the Board of Managers will include a full description of it and its estab- 
lishment, to which I respectfully refer you. 

The piblicy of the permanent Home should be, to give the inmates good, substantial, 
well-cooked food, which should be prepared by a competent cook, under the direction 
and advice of the Surgeon of the Home, the hygienic principle being one of the most 
important. The building will be plentifully supplied with bath rooms and lavatories, 
and personal cleanliness should be both required and enforced. The uniform adopted 
by the Board is that of the infantry of the United States army. This and the under- 
clothing is given to them in sufficient quantities so as to determine the fact that if they 
do not keep themselves thoroughly clean, it is their own fault. 

As regards the medical treatment of the men, I submit the report of Dr. R. H. 
Stevens, acting Surgeon of the Home (*'A") for consideration. It has been carefully 
prepared and shows exhaustively what the Home is doing for the physical disabilities 
of the old soldiers. I would also submit a supplemental report (*'B*') of the Board of 
Surgeons, who were appointed by me, to inquire into the physical qualifications of men 
who had been helped, and had been unable to obtain their living by manual labor. 

The question of the admission of Michigan soldiers, who were inmates of the National 
Homes, was one which had to be met at an early stage in the management of the tem- 
porary Home. Michigan men who were in these homes naturally wished to return to 
their own State. The question was placed before the Hon. Moses Taggart, Attorney 
General, and I invite attention to appendix ^'C" which explains itself. 

By this it will be seen that the question of having ** an adequate means of support " 
seems to be fully met by their residence being at any one of the National Homes, wher^ 
they are supported by the National Government. Should the door be opened for the 
admission of these men to the Michigan Soldiers' Home, accommodations will have to 
be provided for at least 1,800 men. 

I would recommend that the rules and regulations to be adopted for the permanent 
Home, by the Board of Managers, should be lenient and favoring at all times the good 
men, but should be stringent enough to control those addicted to intemperance, and the 
insubordinates. 

The cost of running the Home, it is submitted, is a minimum one, and considering 
how much it has done, and how much it will do, is a matter that should be nothing but 
a subject of pride and congratulation to our State. I would respectfully refer you to 
the report of the Treasurer for a statement of receipts and disbursements. 

A cemetery has been laid out upon the Soldiers' Home grounds, and partially 
improved, the labor being done by the men who were kept at the Nelson wood Home. 
While the men worked a few hours each day, I find that the class of men who are 
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admitted to the Home are unable to do much towards the permanent improvement of 
the premises, owing to the provisions of the law, which will not permit men to remain 
a^ inmates of the Home who are able to do enough manual labor to earn their own 
living. I would respectfully suggest that the Legislative Ck>mmittee, in fixing the 
appropriations, should well consider this point. 

I would respectfully recommend that some provision be made for police protection 
of the Home, and the restraining and confinement of insubordinate inmates, and would 
suggest that the jurisdiction of the Police Department of the city of Grand Rapids be 
extended so as to include the Soldiers* Home, its grounds, and adjacent property. 

I would recommend that provisions be made so that when any inmate of the Home 
becomes insane he may be returned to the county from which he was admitted, at the 
expense of such county. 

I would also recommend that provisions be made, prohibiting the sale of spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors, within a radius of one mile from the Soldiers* Home. 

For the probable cost of running the Home for the years 1887 and 1888, I would refer 
to the approximation hitherto furnished you and transmitted with your annual 
message. 

In conclusion I wish to tender my sincere and earnest thanks for the hearty co-opera- 
tion on every and all occasions from your Excellency, and also to each and every mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers, who have so generously aided me both by their counsel 
and also by their personal assistance. 

To Doctors R. Humphrey Stevens and J. B. Griswold, I tender my thanks for their 
hearty co-operation in caring for the sick ; also to His Honor Judge Holmes and Chief 
of Police Perry for their uniform kind treatment of our men while under arrest or on 
trial : also to the clergy of the city of Grand Rapids for the interest they have shown in 
the spiritual welfare of the men, and for gratuitous services in officiating at the funerals 
of deceased veterans. 

To Major James W. Long, my assistant in the official work, I wish to express my 
sincere thanks for his untiring efforts to promote the successful establishment of the 
Home ; also for his assistance in providing for the wants of the inmates of the tem- 
porary Homes.

Among these fifty-eight men we find existing between eighty-five and ninety distinct 
maladies, necessitating, unfortunately for the veteran, in some cases, the treatment of 
from three to five ailments in an individual. 

Notwithstanding the unfavorable condition in which some entered the hospital for 
treatment, thirty-four have been discharged either cured or permanently benefited, 
leaving twenty-four now under treatment for the following diseases:

Besides those receiving care in the hospital, two hundred and forty-one have received 
medical treatment for diseases incident to old age, gun-shot wounds, and exposure in 
the army, the per cent of which is as follows:

Sixty-eight per cent of the men treated claim they are better, and the other thirty- 
two per cent claim they are the same or worse. 

Of those who claim they are the same or worse, ninety-two per cent are addicted to 
alcoholic drink and irregular habits, and the remaining eight per cent are old men and 
those suffering from progressive diseases. Those men who are benefited by the privi- 
leges of the Home are those who are temperate, and who abstain from the use of liquors. 

From this showing and from other well grounded reasons, which might be mentioned, 
I would here incidentally recommend that every means possible be taken to prohibit the 
use of liquor by the inmates of the Home, even its use in a moderate way. I have yet 
to see the first instance in which it has been of benefit; on the contrary, it makes the 
men restless, discontented, quarrelsome and unhappy. 

In the forgoing report I have endeavored to give facts and figures, free from the c61- 
oration of lengthy detailed accounts of the condition of the men when they entered,, 
many of whom have been helpless in the extreme, some from progressive disease and 
others from starvation and neglect. In exemplification of this I might refer to the case 
of Pieman Cook, entered from Moline, Allegan county, whose long sickness and treat- 
ment for a disease that did not exist liad made him helpless from head to foot, and 
bloated beyond recognition; surrounded by a hungry wife and several small children, 
who had given up their choicest morsel to their apparently dying husband and father, 
whose death was momentarily awaited, that he might not suffer from hunger, and that 
his last hours might be as comfortable as their poverty would allow. Mr. Cook is yet 
unable to support himself but is gradually improving, and will greet you with a hand 
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shake pregnant with fervency unknown to a politician, and with a look on his counten- 
ance that expresses volumes of gratitude. 

One cannot realize the magnanimity of the act in establishing the Home, until they 
acquaint themselves with the sufferings from which the veterans are being relieved and 
the comfort it brings to the homeless defenders of our country, an act npt as one of 
charity, but as the payment of a debt long since due. 

The extreme . want and poverty that surrounded many of the veterans in the county 
houses in which they were kept, is, in many cases, heart-rending. 

Henry Chapoton, Daniel Donahue and David Frost were admitted to the Home Janu- 
ary 12th, 1886, in such a weak and prostrate condition from hunger and exi>08ure from 
cold that they were almost helpless. Daniel Donahue and Henry Chapoton recovered, 
but David Frost died a few days later from inanition. Another malady was given to 
the death certificate out of respect to the people who were living in the county whose 
keeper of the poor gave such uncharitable and barbarous treatment to their poor and 
helpless charges. 

Besides those that have received medical and pecuniary aid at Grand Rapids, a num- 
ber have been formally admitted to the Soldiers* Home and allowed to remain with 
their friends and families, who were compensated by the State. 

Thus far this method has resulted in the veteran remaining at home until such a time 
as his care became a burden and his decease daily expected, when he would be shipped 
to the Home hospital for death and burial. In this way seven have died before a 
respite in their symptoms would allow shipment. One became unconscious on arriving 
at the depot in Grand Rapids, and three died soon after they arrived at the Home hos- 
pital, thus causing the death rate to be increased, and the expense of burial saved to the 
town or county from which they were sent. 

An example of this kind was that of Andrew J. Morrill, who was sick at Ravenna. 
As he came near his end the managers were notified that Morrill would no longer be 
cared for by those who had thus far received compensation, unless he was sent to the 
poor-house, and the State to pay three dollars a week for bis care there, but the com. 
pensation for his care might still be forwarded to Mr. Edwin Thatcher, who it was 
understood had been appointed guardian for the invalid. Colonel Wells could not 
countenance such an inhuman procedure and sent a man, who brought the patient to 
the Home, where he died soon after his arrival. 

Another instance is that of Alonzo Cushing, who was admitted to the Home, April 
SOth, 1886, his disability being epithelioma of the tongue and throat. He was accepted 
afi a hopeless case. Under good care, food and treatment, his condition was improved, 
so he was able to be about with the rest of the men. He asked for and was given a fur- 
lough, and he went home that he might spend a few days with his relatives. A cold 
contracted On his way home made him ill, and he was put on board the train by his lov- 
ing relatives, and returned alone, reaching Grand Rapids in an unconscious condition, 
and died not long after. 

In this way our mortality has been increased. There have been no deaths from dis- 
eases contracted by the men while in the Home, aud only one case of remittent fever. 
This speaks well for their hygienic surroundings and the general management of the 
men. 

In making out the foregoing report I have endeavored to be concise so far as wasc on- 
sistent with a comprehensive summary of the cases coming under my care a ad atten- 
tion, and submit the same without further comment.

The board has in every case when a doubt existed as to the soldier's inability to main-

require re-admission as winter comes on.

Hon. Moses Taqgabt, Aitoniey Oeneral of Michigan : 

Dear Sm: I would ask your opinion in writing on the following: 

Applications are being received from ex-soldiers, who are now inmates of the different 
national homes, for admission to the Michigan Soldiers' Home. 

Under the provisions of section 1, act 152» laws of 1885, there are several condi- 
tions imposed as to eligibility of applicants, among which is the fact that they '' have 
no adequate means of support." 

The question has arisen in my mind as to whether the fact of an applicant being 
already an inmate of one of the national homes, does not make him ineligible to admis- 
sion to the Michigan Soldiers' Home, as belonging to that class who have '*an adequate 
means of support." 

The main condition of admissibility seems to be to relieve these old veterans from 
being objects of either public or private charity. If these Soldiers' Homes are charitable 
institutions, then in what do they differ from poor-houses ? And what is the object in 
transferring them from one, as a condition of degradation, to the other as one of a 
superior grade ? 

If they are not objects of charity, but the result of at least an implied obligation and 
promise on the part of the people to take care of their disabled soldiers, then I respect- 
fully submit that a beneficiary of one of the national homes has *'an adequate means of 
support," is not "dependent on public or private charity," and is therefore ineligible as 
as inmate of the Michigan Soldiers' Home. 

To indicate the feeling of the people in past days on this subject, I copy the following 
extracts: 

In March, 1863, the Legislature passed the following joint resolution: 

"Whereas, The citizen soldiers of Michigan have responded cheerfully to their coun- 
try's call, have never hesitated or faultered when duty prompted or danger threatened, 
and by their indomitable fortitude, under the fatigues and privations of war, their 
heroic bravery and brilliant achievements upon the battlefield, have crowned themselves 
with glory, and given to Michigan imperishable renown, therefore 

*' Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Michigan, That, 
tendering to them the thanks of the State for their valuable services, we also assure 
them that while Michigan thus holds them forth as examples of emulation to soldiers of 
other states, she is also proudly grateful to them for the renown which their noble deeds 
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have shed upon her name; and, daiming them for her own, she points to them with 
feelings of maternal pride, and, in the language of the noble Roman mother, ezclaimsr 
'These are my jewels.'" . 

Qovemor Crapo, in his inaugural message, after referring feelingly to those who had 
died, speaking of the living, says: ** But of those brave veterans who yet survive, we 
should ever be mindful. A nation's gratitude should ever be theirs, and justice, at 
least, should be their reward.'* 

From the address of welcome of Governor Crapo to the returning soldiers, I extract 
the following: 

'*You also possess the rich inheritance of meriting the continued plaudits, and of 
enjoying the constant gratitude of a free people, whose greatness you have preserved in 
its hour of most imminent peril." 

At the last session of the Legislature a joint committee was appointed on the part of the 
Senate and House of Representatives to investigate the subject of the establishment of a 
Soldiers' Home. From their report I make the following extract: 

" The duty of the State of Michigan to care for their distressed and disabled soldiers 
is an imperative one. Every feeling of gratitude and humanity, appeals to the State to 
take immediate steps to cherish and protect our disabled soldiers and sailors in a com- 
fortable manner, not ae public paupers, but as the honored and respected wards of the 
State.'' 

(The italics in the above quotations are mine.)

CoL. Samuel Wells, Manager Michigan Soldiers' Home: 

Sir — You ask by letter of date November 25th inst. whether under the law creating 
the Soldiers' Home of Michigan, applications should be received and acted upon from 
inmates of different national houses? 

The act in question (section 11, act 152, laws of 1885,) provides, <*that all honorably 
discharged soldiers, sailors and marines who have served in the army or navy of the 
United States in the late war of the rebellion, and who are disabled by disease, wounds, 
or otherwise, and who have no adequate means of support, and by reason of such dis- 
ability are incapable of earning their living, and who would be otherwise dependent 
upon public or private charity, shall be entitled to be admitted to said Home, subject to 
the rules and regulations that shall be adopted by the Board of Managers to govern the 
admission of applicants to said Home." 

The object of this law was to relieve the soldiers and sailors from that which, to a 
certain extent, is considered degrading ; from homes in the various poor-houses in the 
State; and from becoming objects of any kind of charity. The Legislature of this State 
deemed that it owed to these men, who had risked their lives and lost their health, and 
were poor and needy, a comfortable support — a home. This was the view and object 
unanimously expressed in the discussion of this bill by various members of the Senate 
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and HouBe. Such has been the general expression, as far as I am aware, in relation to 
the national homes that have been established by the United States government. Sol- 
diers and sailors, members of national homes, cannot be said to ** have no adequate 
means of support,'' nor are they, if their relation to the nation has been correctly stated, 
^'dependent upon public or private charity." They are receiving compensation, to a 
•certain extent, for the performance of services for their country. 

It is no more charity, than are the bounties and pensions given to the same men. 

If these national homes are charities, and this Michigan institution was regarded 
purely as a charity, by the Legislature, why were those dependent upon '* public or 
private charity" to be made recipients of the benefits of this Home— only another 
charity ? The fair construction of this act will not include inmates of national homes. 
If this were not the construction, the fact that there are more soldiers and sailors in the 
poor-houses of Michigan than can be accommodated in the '* Soldiers* Home" when 
completed, would seem to call for some regulation giving such persons a preference.

THE MICHIGAN SOLDIERS^ HOME. 



The Michigan Soldiers' Home is situated on the Grand river, one and 
one-half miles north of the city of Grand Bapids, in Kent county, Michigan, 
and is intended for a home for disabled soldiers, sailors and marines in the 
State of Michigan. 

Admission to the Home is secured by application on a blank furnished 
for that purpose when requested, the conditions of admissi|;>ility being clearly 
set forth in Section 11, Act 152, 1880, establishing the Home, which is 
included in the following circular published for general information : 

HSADQUARTEBS MlCHIQAN SOLDIEBS' HOICB, ) 

Grand Rapids, Mich,, Aug, J, 1888, \ 
CmcuLAB No. 1. 

In many cases applicants for admission to the Michigan Soldiers* Home neglect to 
read the circulars printed on the back of each blank application, resulting in sending 
incomplete papers to this office, which are invariably returned for completion, thereby 
involving vexatious delay, and partie§ making application for admission are advised to 
read the circular carefully. 

The conditions of admission to the Home are very simple. 

FiHST. — ^The applicant must state his case under oath ; make application for 
admission ; and also make a pledge under oath to abide by the rules and regulations of 
the Home. 

Sbcond.— The Certificate of Identification must be signed by either the Supervisor 
of the Township or Ward in which the applicant resides, the County Clerk, or Judge of 
Probate of the County in which the applicfuit resides, or any member of the Board of 
Managers ; this is to indicate citizenship. 

Third.— The Medical certificate must be filled in, to indicate physical disability. 
It is useless to send incomplete papers to this office, as they will be returned. Dis- 
charges or transcripts of service in the army must accompany each application. Where 
the Diecharges have been lost or are in the hands of penHHon attorneys, a transcript of 
service can be obtained by writing to the Adjutant Chneral of the State in which such 
applicant enlisted. 

It is also necessary to give the Postoffice address, with the County, and also the 
nearest railroad station. In fact, to supply this office with the necessary information 
to enable it to understand the case and the best route to bring the applicant here, if 
admitted. 
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The blank must be filled in as indicated by the blank spaces. 

The following section of the law creating the Michigan Soldiers' Home is appended 
to show the conditions of admissibility : 

<* All honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines, who have served in the 
army or navy of the United States in the late war of the Rebellion, and who are 
disabled by disease, wounds, or otherwise, and who have no adequate means of support, 
and by reason of such disability are incapable of earning their living, and who would 
be otherwise dependent upon public or private charity, shall be entitled to be admitted 
to said Home, subject to the rules and regulations that shall be adopted by the Board 
of Managers to govern the admission of applicants to said Home ; Provided, That no 
applicant shall be admitted to said Home who has not been a resident of the State of 
Michigan for one year next preceding the passage of this act, unless he served in a 
Michigan regiment or was accredited to the State of Michigan." 

The Attorney General of Michigan has decided that the inmates of the different 
National homes are in the enjoyment of an adequate means of support, and they are 
therefbre ineligible to admission, so that no applications from any of this class will be 
considered. 

Honorable discharge from the service is indispensable. No deserter need apply, 
for they will not be admitted. 

Persons of unsound mind cannot be received. The proper course to pursue is, in 
such cases, to make application for ther admission into one of the insane asylums of the 
State. If they have been Michigan soldiers, this application should be made to Col. E* 
Crof ton Fox, President State Military Board, Grand Rapids, Mich. If they served from 
another State, application should be made to the Judge of Probate of the county where 
such applicant resides. 

The Michigan Soldiers' Home is one and a half miles north ht the city, to which 
place all accepted applicants should report. 

No person should be sent here for admission until he has been duly notified that 
his application has been approved.

To the Oovemor of Michigan: 

In conformity with law we have the honor to make this our second biennial report. 

As time has passed, the action of the Board in erecting a large, commodious building, 
instead of adopting the cottage system, has been proven to be a wise one ; it is more 
INtrnianent, it is better for social intercourse among the inmates and is more economical. 
An to its permanency we would say, that in all probability it will be needed for a 
Soldiers* Home for twenty-five years to come, and when that time has expired it can 
be used by the State for some other purpose, and we would recommend that whatever 
buildings may be erected hereafter may be built with a view to permanent use of 
some kind by the State. 

The appropriation of $100,000 made in 1885-6 not being sufficient for the erection and 
finishing of the building, the Legislature of 1837-8 made a special appropriation of 
$80,000 for this purpose, which was practically exhausted before appropriated. 

iK^ore fire protection being deemed necessary, and the hospital facilities entirely 
inadequate, an appropriation of $6,800 was asked for and obtained, which has been 
expended as set forth in the reports of Col. Samuel Wells, manager of the Home, and 
Gen. B. R. Pierce, the commandant, which are hereto annexed. 

The regular appropriation for current expenses for the years 1887-8 was $150,488.60, 
sufficient in the aggregate, but owing to the subdivision into eighteen difi^erent heada 
each for special purposes, with no transfer of funds provided for, it has resulted in a 
deficiency in some funds and a surplusage in others, while the general total will in all 
probability have a surplus December 31, 1888. 

We would recommend that the moneys to be appropriated hereafter may be under 
two heads of account, current expense and building, and that we may be allowed to 
transfer from one fund to another us necessity may require. 

In the matter of clothing a deficit has occurred, although, as we believe, due care 
and attention has been paid to the economical use of the money appropriated for this 
purpose. It is not reasonable, in the first place, to expect decrepit old men to take the 
same care of clothing that was once exacted of them, and the class of transients—those 
who break down and need a short rest— should be provided Cor in this respect. Many 
of them apply for admission in such a condition as to cleanliness that it is not right to 
place the^N in dormitories with clean men. It is true that many of them remain only 
temporarily;, but they should be clothed, and when they again start out, they should 
go neither naked or in rags. To accomplish this, an increased appropriation is recom- 
mended. This would come under the^head of current expense. 
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The appropriation for farnitare and fixtures has been found to be inadequate. 
Gen. Pierce having fully set forth the details of this matter, we refer to his report. 

The sum of four thousand dollars appropriated in 1885-6 for the preparation of 
grounds and other purposes, has been found to be inadequate. The building was 
located upon a beautiful site, but the ground was in its natural condition. It was 
necessary to grade around the building for the purpose of protecting it, to construct 
driveways and walks to make it accessible, to dam Lamberton Creek to obtain a water- 
supply, to plat and improve a cemetery, to remove the underbrush and debris from a 
portion of the timber land, and drain a portion of the low land for agricultural pur- 
poses, which has been only partially done in consequence of the inadequacy of the 
appropriation. 

The erection of a hospital building separate from the main structure is recom- 
mended by the acting surgeon and commandant. The increasing demand for more 
room for applicants for admission to the Home, together with the present crowded 
condition thereof, makes this recommendation important. If the hospital is erected, 
there will be room in the main building for one hundred and fifty more inmates ; and 
in a sanitary point of view, a separate hospital would undoubtedly be beneficial. We, 
therefore, recommend that a separate hospital building, also necessary outbuildings, 
be erected. 

The appropriation for transportation has been found inadequate. We, therefore, 
recommend an increase of the appropriation. 

By reference to the report of C!ol. A. T. Bliss, Treasurer, the condition of the 
different funds will be seen, also the expenditures under each fund. 

Experience has proven that the Home is fulfilling all that was hoped for it; a 
refuge for the old veterans broken down by age, disease or wounds. For a few years 
we may expect an increased attendance, and this should be provided for. We would 
submit the following estimates for 18S9-90:

To His Excellency, C. G, Luce^ Oovemor of Michigan and Chairman Ex-Officio of the 
Board of Managers, Michigan Soldiers' Home : 

I have the honor to submit the following report of my management of the Michigan 
Soldiers* Home from December 24, 1886, the date o£ my last report, and closing with 
the expiration of my term of office, Biarch 81, 1887; and will add that as the fiscal year 
ends June SO, and as my term of office expired March 31, I will not attempt to make a 
fractional report as to details and finance, but will leave that for the report of Gen. 
Byron R. Pierce, the presenl commandant of the Home. 

f At the date of my last report, December 24, 1886, there had been admitted to the 
Home 454 men, 305 of whom were being cared for in the different temporary homes in 
the city of Grand Hapids ; 32 had died, 90 honorably discharged, 2 dishonorably 
discharged, 16 dismissed, 3 deserted, and 6 transferred to insane asylums. 

From December 26, 1886, to March 31,* 1887, there were admitted 96 men, making a 
total of 550 men admitted to the Home during my term of office. 

In accordance with a resolution of the Board of Managers, dated December 16, 1886, 
a committee to purchase furniture, etc., etc.. was appointed by the chairman, and they 
succeeded in furnishing equipments sufficient to accommodate 320 inmates, which was 
in place on the 31st day of December, 1886. But many things were needed to complete 
the outfit which were supplied within the next thirty days. 

I will add that pursuant to instructions from the Board of Managers I had constructed 
an ice house of sufficient capacity to keep a yearly supply of ice for the accommodation 
of the Home. 

The Home was dedicated on the 30th day of December, 1886. The attendance was 
Tery large ; probably 16,000 people were present, among whom were G. A. R. Posts from 
different parts of the State, and distinguished visitors from this and other States. The 
Tisiting comrades and their families, to the number of about 4,000, were entertained by 
Custer and Champlin Posts, G. A. R., and the Ladies* Relief Corps of Grand Rapid s» 
who furnished a repast which was served in the dining-room of the new Home ; also I. 
B. Richardson Camp of the Sons of Veterans performed efficient guard duty during the 
daV) all of which met with the approval of the Board of Managers.

The exercises were all very impressive, but I feel as if I would not be doing myda^ 
if I should close this report without calling attention Jbo the eloquent dedioatorj 
address of Gk>v. K. A. Alger, as follows : 

GOV. ALGEB'8 address. 

Veterans, — This occasion, which we had looked forward to, anticipating a joyous 
gathering, has been turned to one of sadness. One of our great leaders, the idol of the 
volunteer soldier, and chief among them all; has passed from earth through the golden 
gates to his reward. 

How fondly and with what pride we called the name of John A. Logan. Instead of 
having his presence here to-day, as was expected, and listening to his fiery eloquence, 
that would carry us in imagination through that mighty struggle when the life of the 
nation was at stake, his body lies cold in death and the nation is in tears. 

He would have reminded you of battle scenes where, crossing steel with steel, scal- 
ing breastworks and taking the enemy's guns at the point of the bayonet; or climbing 
some rugged mountain to drive him from nis stronghold, you won a great victorv. Or, 
perhaps, with that electric thrill which banishes fear as rider sat by rider, with cashing 
saber charging the enemy, capturing or driving him from the field, you won the day ; 
or, as he wouM turn from these scenes to the quiet of camp life, with its monotonous 
round of duty or pleasures incident to that life, bringing back the days of long ago so 
vividly that the eye, though now dimmed with age, would glisten as in youth. In^^tead 
of all this, it is our mournful task to view him in imagination in his shroud. Great 
heart I gidlant soldier! the truest of friends, 'Hhe bravest of the brave," farewelL 
Very soon the veterans here and everywhere in this great land who to-day bow their 
heads in grief over their irreparable loss will join you on the other side. 

To the grief -stricken wife who stood by the side of this graod soldier in prosperity, 
and in every trial until the end, we tender our heartfelt sympathy. May a stronger 
hand than earth can give bear her up as she journeys through life alone. 

One word more. Let us here to-day commence to rear a monument to the mem- 
ory of this man, who for many years stood at the head of the Grand Army organiza- 
tion as its chief, and to whom, more than to any other man, it owes its strength to-day. 

Let us as Grand Army men, post by post in this ^^tate and throughout the Union, 
coUect a fund that every veteran in the land can contribute to, be the sum ^reat or 
small, out of which shall be built a monument to this illustrious soldier, and m addi- 
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tion place his beloved companion in such circumstances that she may never, by any 
potssibility, know any oth*^r want save the longing for him who will never join her 
agaio this side of Heaven, where he awaits her coming. 

Soldiers, the part assigned me here to-day is to welcome you to J;his beautiful home 
provided for you by a grateful people, who are glad to care for you when you are 
unable to care for yourselves. 

You do not come here as paupera. The great State of Michigan does not name you 
thus, but in her gratitude that in the hour of our country's peril you, with brave hearts 
jand in the vigor of youth, volunteered to face the enemy, that no one of them should 
ever set foot upon her soil, she welcomes you here. Gallantly and well you performed 
your part, and to-day the Union flog floats all over this great land, thanks to the sol- 
diers of the Union 'cause, and to them alone. 

It is needless for me to here attempt to describe your struggles in parting from home 
and loved ones, or the terrible ordeal through which you passed ; neither the scenes you 
witnessed or the sufferings you endured; no, nor the dear companions you laid silently 
in the trenches and coffin less graves. Nor need I more than mention your return to 
vour homes, with pride swelling your hearts, although broken in body and wrecked in 
health. Others more eloquent than I will follow here, whose words will quicken your 
pulse and make you feel that you are young again. My part is, in the name of the 
loyal, grateful people of the grand State of Michigan, to welcome you here. Here is, 
and shall continue to be, your home until one by one you are mustered out. And while 
this poor clay may be laid upon the hillside, the soul that buoyed you up and carried 
you through that mighty struggle will burst its bonds and be carried triumphant to ito 
rewlurd. Comrades, again I welcome you to this Home. To you it is dedicated by our 
State. 

• 

Pursuant to instructions from the Board of Managers, on the morning of January 1, 
1887, 1 removed the inmates from the several temporary Hemes to the new Home, and 
gave them all a New Year's dinner, since which time the Home has been regularly 
occupied. Notwithstanding the incompleteness of many minor details, by constant 
personal attention and by the assistance of the officers of many of the various depart- 
ments of the institution I was able to give the inmates the necessary care to make them 
feel at home m their new quarters, and will add, that with the exception of two or 
three insubordinates, we were all united as one happy family. 

The fact of the successful establishment of the Home soon became apparent to some 
of the managers of the newspaper organs, who were naturally opposed to the Repub- 
licaA administration then in power. They soon began to publish certain alleged 
charges against the management, which they continued until, at the request of the 
management, a joint legislative committee was appointed to investigate the affairs of 
the Home. The result of said investigation was a complete exoneration of the Man- 
ager and his assistants from the alleged charges, as well as a vindication of the Board 
of Managers in all matters pertaining to the construction, establishment and manage- 
ment of the Home. 

I'would state here that my experience in the home impels me to recommend that 
an amendment be made to Sec. 10 of the law creating the Home (Act 152 Session Laws 
of 1885) in regard to the appointment of a surgeon of the Home, insomuch as it makes 
previous military service absolutely necessary. This change will leave the qualifica- 
tions to the discretion of the Board of Managers. The appropriations have not been of 
sufficient amount to secure the services of any old, experienced practitioner of large 
practice and consequent capacity, and it would be unwise to place the old soldiers 
under a surgeon who, by age or other incapacity, would be unfit for the position, while, 
by leaving the matter in the hands of the Board of Managers, it would relieve them of 
some embarrassment in making a selection and enable them to secure the services of a 
competent surgeon at a reasonable compensation. 
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On reb'nquishing my command I issaed the following order, dated April 1, 1887, viz. ;

I. Gen. B. R. Pierce having been elected as conmiandant, the undersigned herebj 
relinquishes command of the Michigan Soldiers* Home. 

II. In doing so, I wish to thank the inmates and employes of the Home for their 
uniform obedience to orders, and their personal kindnesses to me, and I ask them to 
give the same obedience to my successor, Gen. Pierce, that they have shown to me, 
and to make the many duties of his office as light as possible. 

III. In taking leave of you, I do so with a full heart and assure you that in future 
days, while recalling the many pleasant remembrances of the past, my thoughts will 
often rest upon each and every one of you, and when thinking of you I will exclaim 
in the language of the noble Roman mother, " These are my jewels."

Hon, C. O. Luce, Oovernor of Michigan and Chairman ex-offleio and members of the 
Board of Managers Michigan Soldiers* Home : 

Qentlbmen— I have the honor to make this, my first official report of the manage- 
ment of the Michigan Soldiers* Home, since I took command April 1, 1887. 

Upon taking command I found the old appropriation for 1885-6 exhausted, as well 
as the 180,000.00 appropriated by act No. 12, Session Laws of 1887, to supply deficiency 
in building. 

On the first of April there were 286 inmates present, and the building itself fur- 
nished with barely arbitrary necessities. The permanent improvements were in an 
inchoate state. 

No appropriation having been then made for current expenses for the year then 
already three months gone, the demand for necessities had necessarily to be controlled, 
owing to the lack of funds to procure them. 

FIRB PROTECTION. 

One of the first necessities was more ample fire protection, there being practically 
none, the only measure of safety from this element .being the fact that the building 
was about fire [proof. The Board of Managers appointed Gen. B. R. Pierce and Col. 
Samuel Wells as a committee to perfect the system of fire protection and water supply; 
also to purchase the necessary machinery. The water supply was furnished by a pond 
made by damming Lamberton Creek, from whence it was forced into the receiving basin 
in the building by a hydraulic ram, and from thence to tanks in the upper story by a 
small steam pump, being entirely inadequate for motive or fire pressure. As warm 
weather progressed, it was found that this source of supply was not the best, and 
arrangements were made with Oeorge F. Waring, a practical well-borer of Big fiapids, 
to sink twenty wells, he agreeing to obtain a supply of 500,000 gallons of water daily. 
The wells were sunk, but the requisite quantity of water was not obtained, so a dual 
supply has been utilized by using the wells for drinking and cooking purposes, and the 
pond for general use and motive hydraulic power. 

The water having been secured, a large Blake pump has been purchased and placed 
in an enclosure especially built for it. This has sufficient power for all purposes. 

Two stand-pipes have been erected in the large ventilating fines, situated equi-dis- 
tant in each wing of the building. To each story fire plugs extend from these pipes 
into the halls, where, by a hand wheel, the water can at once be tuTii^Q»xi« *^>c!k^\N5^n^ 
3 
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is kept attached to the plug, being kept in a folding cradle with nozzle attached, and 
there is sufficient hose either to meet in the center of the building or to extend to the 
end of either wing, 100 feet being in each cradle. Besides this, two hose carts with 
150 feet of hose on each have been purchased, which are kept so as to be immediatelT 
available from either within or without the building. 

Outside the building a square of four-inch iron pipe has been laid, to which five 
hydrants have been attached, with double fire plugs to each hydrant. Water can be 
thrown from there to the top of the building, so that in case of a fire it can be fought 
from within and without, and the coastructiou of the building would render spreading 
to any extent an impossibility. 

As directed by the Board of Managers, a Hale elevator has been placed in the shaft, 
giving service from the basement to the hospital fioor. It is run by direct hydraulic 
pressure, but arrangements are now in progress by which a tank will be placed at a 
sufficient elevation, so as to furnish steadier and more satisfactory power. 

In putting in the fire protection, three objects were kept in view : permanencyt 
economy, and thoroughness. The appropriation for $6,300.00 was for the fire proteo* 
tion and hospital improvements ; and notwithstanding all due care, the fund was over- 
drawn $063.27, as shown by the treasurer's report, almost entirely all of this being for 
additional fire protection. 

CLOTHING. 

The sum of eighteen thousand and forty dollars was appropriated by Act No. 109, 
Session Laws of 1887. for clothing in the quartermaster's department, of which four 
thousand dollars was diverted and transferred to transportation and contingent pur- 
poses, leaving fourteen thousand and forty dollars available for clothing. The items 
of clothing issued to each man are : Overcoats, blouses lined and unlined, uniform 
pants, hats, caps, straw hats, overshirts, undershirts, drawers, socks, suspenders, shoes, 
slippers and handkerchiefs, costing as follows :

The articles furnished are of good serviceable quality, and have been issued 
necessity seemed to demand. The appropriation, however, is none too large and have 
it all available, upon a basis of 400 men to clothe, and when it is probable that the 
number will soon increase to 500, it will be seen that a larger appropriation will be 
needed, which is named hereafter in the estimates. 

In regard to clothing, I would state in this connection that oftentimes applications 
are made for temporary admission by old soldiers, without the formal application 
formulated and required. They have their army discharges, which in most instanoee 
is sufficient for identification. It seems cruel to turn them away, especially in in- 
clement weather; but it is not right to put them, dirty and sometimes vermin infected 
as they are, into clean beds and among clean men, and sufficient clothing should be 
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available bo that they could be bathed, and furnished with clean clothing, which has 
been done. This, of course, would involve additional expense. There is now $3,375.- 
53 available to pay all expenses under this fund from July 1, 18 S8, to January 1, 
1889, with an average monthly expenditure of $780.00. 

STATIONERY, BLANK BOOKS AND POSTAOB. 

In this fund I found on April 1, 18S7, that the sum of $133.40 had been used and 
•charged to this fund, leaving amount available of the total appropriation of one 
thousand dollars, to be $877.60. Of this amount, $341.35 has been paid for the single 
item of postage stamps, leaving available $636.60. For all other items under this head* 
consisting of the blank books for the treasurer, finance records, and besides other blank 
books needed, all blanks as well as letter headings and envelopes for the office and 
inmates of the Home, I would recommend that an additional sum of five hundred 
dollars be added to the appropriation. The appropriation has all been drawn, and 
there is $37.85 on hand. 

GASOLINE FOR UOHTINQ. 

The amount appropriated for gasoline was $3,449.60, of which $1,383.37 is now 
available. 

In connection with this, I would call the attention of the Board to the project of 
lighting the building with the Edison incandescent light for such recommendation as 
they may deem proper. The cost of the dynamos and wiring the building would be 
the two principal items. The boilers already in use, with the addition of a iiigh 
pressure boiler referred to under the head of fuel, would furnish the steam necessary, 
and the cost of fixtures would be very small, as the present gasoline fixtures could be 
wired and turned into electroliers at a small outlay, the total cost of dynamos, engine 
and all not being over $6,000.00. 

FUEL FOR BOILERS AND RANGES. 

This fund has been overdrawn $878.70, with nothing available. Pursuant to in- 
structions from the Board the committee on fuel, consisting of Col. Samuel Wells, Qen. 
B. A. Alger and Hon. M. Brown, made a contract with the Grand Rapids Ice and Goal 
Company for fuel for the boilers at $3.60 per ton delivered. The amount appropriated 
was $8,000.00. There are, including coils, 151 radiators in the building and steam to 
furnish besides for the kitchen, the Blake pump, the laundry and heating boiler for 
lavatories and bath rooms. The average amount of steam carried is about 10 pounds 
in low pressure and 50 pounds in high pressure. 

There are two low pressure and one high pressure boilers, the latter being second 
hand and having been condemned for high pressure, necessitating the use of one of the 
new low pressure boilers for high pressure, something which should not be done except 
in cases of emergency I would recommend the purchase of a new high pressure boiler. 
The average consumption of fuel for boilers can safely be stated at about four and a 
half tons daily. The above refers to the soft coal used for boilers, besides the char and 
hard coal used in the ranges chargeable to this fund. 

CARPETS. 

The sum of $600.00 was appropriated for carpets, of which $458.99 has been used^ 
leaving $146.01 available* 
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LIBRARY 0A8B8 AND BOOKS. 

For this purpoBe $800.00 was appropriated. The first step was to purchase four 
walnut cases with glass doors, which after obtaining prices from different manufactor- 
ers, was awarded to the Phoenix Manufacturing Company for 9488.00. There is now 
960.46 arailable. the balance of $253.66 having been expended for books and binding. 
In this connection, I wish to extend the thanks of the institution to those who have 
klndlj donated books and reading matter to the library, among others, by Grinnell A 
Sons, Grand Rapids; Mrs. P. V. Fox*s class of boys, Fountain St. Baptist Church; Kent 
Scientific Institute, Grand Rapids, and the following corps of Woman's Relief Corps of 
the State: Uill Corps, 63, Middleville ; J. B. McPhearson, 108, HoUy; Qeo. A. Winans, 
No. 83, Ovid; Edward Dwight, Vermontville; Carpenter, No. 06, Tpsilanti; Gk)rdon 
Granger, East Sagmaw; No. 60, Ludington; Billy Begole, No. 60, Maple Rapids (6 
' Vols.); Maj. Soule, of Ann Arbor, and Col. L. K. Bishop, of Grand Rapids. 

Many of the publishers of weekly newspapers have kindly sent their publications 
for the use of the old veterans. These have been an appreciated gift, as these papers 
have seemed like so many letters from home. The following papers have been sent: 
Lansing Republican, Gratiot County Journal, Reed City Clarion, Allegan Journal, 
Allegan Gazette* Barry County Democrat, Hastngs Banner, St. Joseph Herald, Cold- 
water Repubb'can, Ovid Register, Northern Independent, Cedar Springs Clipper, 
Courier* Journal, Grand Haven, and Bangor Advance. 

I would recommend an appropriation of $800.00 for additional books for the yeara 
1889-90. 

READING AND WRITING-ROOM DESKS AND TABLES. 

The appropriation for this purpose was $800.00, of which $193.00 has been used, 
leaving $108.00 available— sufficient for desks and tables. 

BURIAL EXPENSES. 

The appropriation was $1,440, of which $708.00 is yet available. The death-rate for 
the past six months has been quite small, but we can make no arbitrary estimate on 
this item. I would recommend that $1,200 be appropriated for the coming two yeara, 

FURNITURE AND FURNISHINGS IN THE QUARTERMASTER'S DEPARTMENT, INCLUDING FOB- 
AGE FOR HORSES. 

For the above purposes, $7,000.00 was appropriated, a sum entirely inadequate 
for the occasion, as can be readily shown. On April 1, 1887, there were no 
chairs in the rooms or seats in the corridors or halls ; there were no shades to the win- 
dows; no furniture of any description in the concert hall; no conveniences in the hos- 
pital, such as chairs, tables, etc., and an insufficient supply of beds, bedding and 
towels. There is at the present date, June 80, 1888, but $136.18 on hand to last until 
the legislature shall appropriate more. The general sitting-rooms for the reception of 
visitors are still unfurnished, seats are needed for the concert hall, divans for the main 
halls and corridors, more beds, bedding and towels, the particulars of which will appear 
in the estimates. One item alone of $1,650.00 for the elevator has been paid under thia 
fund. 

STOCK. 

The sum of $550.00 was appropriated for stock, of which $400.00 has been expended^ 
Jeario^ $ldO, 00 available, A span of heavy horses is needed for general work aboat 
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the grounds and for draught purposes, and also one horse of lighter weight for other 



prbparahon of orottnds.— 

Chrading, graveling walks and drives, underbrushing, sodding lawns/.trimming, ditching, 
laying of pipe for water supply, tiling blind drains from buildings, farm cultiyation, 
flower and vegetable gardens, improvement of cemetery, dam across Lamberton creek, 
including salary of landscape gardener whUe employed. 

For these pilrposes $4,000.00 was appropriated— a sum inadequate to allow of 
doing anything more than to make a beginning, or rather to keep things in statu 
quo. The dam across Lamberton creek has been repaired and a new waste-weir 
has been put in ; the g^unds have been improved by starting a grade; walks and 
drives have been opened in the cemetery; a vegetable garden has been operated; under- 
brushing has been done, but with all that has been done, there is no fund warranting a 
beginning ef any general system of improvement. It seems to me that it would be a 
measure of economy to do the most of the work at once. Drives should be made in 
the cemetery, and graveled; also walks between the different tiers of lots. The ceme- 
tery is platted in the form of a maltose cross, with the drives between the blades, 
centering on a circular drive, inside of which is a circle for a monument. In this place 
alone $500.00 could be very usefully expended. 

The g^unds in front of the building should be terraced and improved. To do this 
properly, and to make drives and walks with proper drainage and graveled, will need 
the sum of $7,000.00. With this sum all o( the solid work could be done, so that all 
materials, teams and wagons and implements could be taken away permanently when 
this part of the work was done. 

The dam across Liamberton creek is neither strong or durable. It should be raised 
and filled in at the curves, and on top a carriage drive should be made, this improvement 
continuing to the cemetery. For this purpose $500 could be usefully employed. 

Every spring Grand river overflows the low banks in front of the building. To 
reclaim this is a matter of considerable importance, both in a sanitary and economic 
view. I would recommend that $500.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 

These above recommendations are made with a view to have the work done 
thoroughly and at once. It is true that it can be done year by year with smaller 
appropriations, but the total cost will be about 40 per cent, more than to do it all at 
one time. 

OOMPLETION OF lOB HOUSE. 

For this purpose $260.00 was appropriated, which has been expended, and $66.77 
besides, made necessary to the proper completion of the building, so as to have it 
effective. 

SUBSISTENCE. 

For this purpose $70,000.00 was appropriated, of which $8,000.00 was diverted and 
transferred to transportation and contingent account, making $62,000.00 available. 
Of this sum $88,096.22 has been expended, leaving $28,908.78 available, a sum sufficient 
for present needs, but none too much, in view of the prospect of a steady increase of 
inmates 

SOAP. 

The item of $1,200.00 appropriated for soap is in excess of tbA Tin^^^VS^^^^^^^c^s^s^^'^^ 
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been expended, leaving $746.84 still available. There does not seem to be any necessitj 
for a separate appropriation for this item, as $500.00 added to the subsistence 
appropriation would, in all probability, meet all demands. 

HOSPITAL SUPPLIES. 

The appropriation of $3,000.00 for this item has been sufficient. The sum of 
$2,091.80 has been expended, leaving a balance of $908.70 available. In this connection 
I would recommend a small appropriation for furnishing the surgeon's office with a 
book-case, a snail library for reference and a case of instruments. The dispensary 
could also use a few appliances, the cost of which would not exceod $200.00. 

SALARIES. 

The sum of $29,264.00 was appropriated for salaries, of which $25,169.41 has been 
used, leaving available $4,094.89. It has been the custom to pay the himates on 
permanent detail 80 cents per day, and of these there have been a large number. The 
other salaries have been those of officers, which have been low, and civilian employ^ 
in kitchen and hospital, rendered necessary by reason of inability of the inmates to do* 
the work required. There will be a deficit in this fund. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The appropriation of $1,500.00 has been exhausted. The custom has been to send 
transportation within the State to all men admitted or re-admitted, and also to give 
transportation to all inmates discharged or on 90 day furloughs. In this connection, I 
would state that many of the men who are restless and oftentimes childish, naturally 
wish once in awhile to go to their homes and see their families. In most instances 
they cannot stay for 90 days and the rules prohibit transportation for a less period. I 
would recommend that an increased appropriation be asked for, say $3,000.00, and 
that transportation may be given for less periods where, in the judgment of the com- 
mandant, it may seem in the interest of kindness to do so. 

TRANSPORTATION AND CONTINGENT. 

This fund was created by the transfer of $4,000.00 from clothing, and $8,000.00 
from subsistence account, and has been sufficient for all purposes, there being now 
$4,749.48 available. 

GENERAL SUBJECTS. 

By reference to the report of the acting Surgeon of thn Home, Dr. R. H. Stevens, 
herewith submitted, it will be seen that the general health of the inmates has been 
good, and the death rate low, when it is taken into consideration the age and infirmi- 
ties of the veterans. Dr. Stevens advocates the erection of a separate hospital building, 
in which I heartily concur. In a sanitary view, it is necessary that these sick inmatee 
should be separated from the others, for the welfare of both. A separate building in- 
sures to them more quiet, better care because separate, and more complete attention 
to dietary measures. While it would so greatly benefit the sick, it would aid greatly in. 
solving the question ** What are we going to do with more soldiers «(^hen the home is 
already full?" The hospital department consists of surgeon's office, dispensary, store 
rooms, wards ''A," ** B,*' " C,*^ and '*D," dining room and kitchen, with the neceasary 
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bath rooms, lavatories and closets, occnpying the entire fourth floor of the present 
building. Could we have this room, it would accommodate 150 more inmates when 
furnished. This would relieve the dormitories from overcrowding, and would accom- 
plish two beneficial results. There are three different kinds of buildings that can be 
constructed: one a wooden barracks, temporary and inconvenient, costing about $8,- 
000.00; another a brick building two stories in height, with conveniences, etc., but still 
incomplete as to necessaries under the present march of progress, which could be built 
for $12,000.00; the third complete in all details, and equipped for years to come, with 
no additional outlay, except current expenses, for $18,000.00. As all the work done so 
far on this institution has been with a view to permanency and completeness, I would 
recommend the latter appropriation. 

When we took possession of the premises now occupied for a Soldiers' Home, there 
was an old farm barn thereon which is not adequate to present needs besides being un. 
sightly. A new barn of a permanent character is needed, and I would recommend 
that one be built that will be adequate for future needs. For this purpose I would 
recommend an appropriation of $2,500.00. 

I would call special attention to the item of furniture and furnishings. Experience 
has proven the truth of the prediction that there would be a steady increase of inmates 
for the first years of the Soldiers* Home. The class of men who come to the Home can 
be divided into permanent and transient. The permanent ones are provided for per- 
manently, but the transients cannot be with any certainty. Some of them, unable to 
meet medical and drug bills, come to the Home for treatment, and, being cured, they 
apply for discharges. Others can work during the warm weather, but when winter 
comes on they seek the Home and its protection. Others again receive pensions and 
arrearages and start out for themselves. There is no way in which estimates can be 
made for the care of these men. Subsistence is easily taken care of, but each man 
needs a bed, bedding and clothing; and to meet this demand, the appropriation for 
clothing and furniture should be large enough to purchase sufficient beds« bedding and 
furniture and clothing to supply the demand, rather risking a surplus to be recovered 
into the treasury than a deficit. 

The conduct of the inmates during my term of office has been on the whole satis- 
factory. The discipline has been as gentle as possible with good order in view; for the 
veterans are no longer young, and witli age comes childishness, and the need more of 
care and persuasion than severity. A few of the inmates have been disorderly, and 
these, after two trials on good behavior, have been dismissed. 

I would call the attention of the Board to the classification of the appropriations 
made at the last session of the legislature. Being under so many heads of appropria- 
tions, with no transfer of funds allowed, it has been the cause of much embarrassment 
in the administration of affairs. Could the appropriations be made under two heads, 
i. e., Current Expense and Building, it would be much better. 

On behalf of the veterans I wish to extend their heart-felt thanks to Oen. R. A. 
Alger, for his annual and muniQcient Christmas gift of $200. The money was divided 
per capita among the boys, and expended as each one saw fit, thus carrying out the 
wish of the donor that it was his gift to them. 

The clergy of the city of Grand Rapids have, through an association of their own, 
designated certain ministers belonging to their body, who have come to the Home on 
Sunday afternoons and held services, sometimes bringing a choir with them. These 
meetings have, I believe, been of much benefit and enjoyment to the old veterans 
I wish to extend their thanks to them. 
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On several occasions amateur companies from the city, hare given free entertalh- 
ments in our concert hall, which have been greatly enjoyed by the men, who have 
always thanked them with an invitation to come again. To these ladies and gentle- 
men thanks are given.

Oen. B. R. Pibbce, Commandant: 

I have the honor to report to you relative to the care of the veterans in the Michi- 
gan Soldiers* Home hospital for the year ending Sept. 80, 1887. 

There has been an attendance of 8,511 at the Surgeon's call during the year. 

The greatest number attending in any one month was in April, 1887 ; the next 
largest was in August, 1887. 

Ninety-two per cent of the maladies in April were colds and rheumatic attacks. 

Fifty-one per cent of the maladies in August were bowel troubles and fevers. 

The greatest attendance in any one week has been the second week after pension 
day. 

Owing to circumstances over which the veterans have complete control, I deem it 
a difficult task to prevent the fixed regularity of this periodical increase in the number 
on the sick list. 

There were twenty-four patients in the hospital Sept. 80, 1886, and there have been 
admitted ninety-eight during the year, making a total of one hundred and twenty-two 
who have received treatment in the hospital. 

There have [been fifty-eight diiKsharged either cured or benefited to the extent of 
being able to maintain themselves, or do light labor about the Home. 

There have been twenty-nine deaths during the year, leaving therefore thirty-five 
who are now being cared for in the hospital. 

The deaths have been from the following causes :

The above diseases were contracted by the veterans previous to their entering the 
Home. 

There have been no acute diseases in the hospital which terminated with fatal 
results. 
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Only three yeteraos who were with us last year have died: the remainder are as 
comfortable .as can be expected with their many ailments. 

The remaining twenty-six cases that have proved fatal are those that entered the 
Home in the last stages of their affliction, and passed away surrounded by all the 
comforts that could be given at the hands of their nurses and comrades. 

The fifty-eight inmates who were discharged from the hospital cured or able to do 
light duty were at the time they entered the hospital suffering in many instances from 
a multiple of ailments but mainly from maladies as follows:

There have been prescribed two thousand eijrht hundred and thirty -six prescrip- 
tions, and ten thousand three hundred and seventy-six renewals, a total of thirteen 
thousand two hundred and twelve prescriptions that have been furnished the inmates 
of the Home during the year. 

No pains have been spared by the managers to furnish the best that could be sup- 
plied, both as remedial agents and food. 

Owing to the distance of the hospital from the cooking department, it has been 
sometimes difficult to serve the food as quickly as would be desired, yet from the energy 
of the attendants and forbearance of the Inmates, many serious unpleasantries have 
been avoided. The construction of a new cookery and other improvements which are 
now being rapidly completed will banish much that ha<^ been a source of annoyance to 
the hospital inmates, who, although irritated by afflictions arising from exposure upon 
the battle field and other sources, have borne cheerfully the barriers to their comforts 
which are now being removed by the generosity of a liberal State. 

The following is a tabulated statement arranged by months, showing the number 
admitted, discharged and died and the average monthly number cared for in the hos- 
pital each month, and the attendance at Sur>reon*s call.

Those remaining in the hospital June 80, 1888, are eighteen per cent from the ills 
resulting from chronic constipation and indigestion. Twelve per cent have rheumatiam 
and twenty-eight per cent have other ailments.

In comparing the condition of the men as just tabulated with their condition at the 
close of the last report, we find that there has been a decrease in the number suffering 
from rheumatism, 9 per cent ; constipation, 44 per cent. 

There has been an increase in the per cent of other maladies to the extent of thir- 
teen per cent, which is due to the increased and recent number of arrivals. 

The decrease in the per cent of chronic troubles is due to the watchful care and 
food given them, together with the hygienic regulations of the hospital. 

From the dormitories there have been at surgeon's call since 1887, up to and includ- 
ing June 80, 1888, an attendance of three thousand three hundred and ninety-eight, or 
an average of over twelve a day. 

Of the whole number of men in the dormitories who have received treatment and 
remedies at surgeon's call smce Sept. 80, 1887, one hundred and sixty-one have been 
benefited and cured, and have taken their discharge, and are to a greater or less extent 
seliHSupporting by physical labor. 

One hundred and three have taken furloughs, and are by means of their pensions 
and ability to do light work self-sustaining during the milder part of the season, re- 
turning to the Home to spend the winter months. 

There have been 1,956 prescriptions prepared, and 4,107 renewals. 

Fourteen men suffering with single or double hernia have had well-fitting trussee 
applied.

The foregoing report subjoined to the record made for October, 1886, to October, 
1887, is a concise synopsis of the daily record of service given the inmates, covering a 
period of twenty-one months. Upon moving the veterans from the Home and hos- 
pitals temporarily established about the city into the two wards constructed in the new 
Soldiers' Home these wards were found to be inadequate for our number, and several 
inmates had to be cared for in the dormitones and open attic. 

This led to the conversion of attic space into two new wards, a cookery, a dispen- 
sary, surgeon's office, a dining room and a sleeping room for the nurses. These once 
spacious rooms are now filled, and with the increasing number of helpless inmates, 
some measures must be at once taken to increase the hospital facilities.

In offering a subjoined report advocating the erection of a hospital building, it will 
not be impertinent to offer a few reasons why steps in this direction should be taken. 

As stated at the close of my foregoing report all the vacant attic room has been 
converted into wards, and at this writing these wards are full and crowded. 
• By a death or a discharge there is a vacancy now and then, but the number ad- 
mitted exceeds the number discharged, so that the inmates in the hospital department 
are constantly increasing, and will continue to do so for at least ten years to come. 

I believe this to be true, for while we are constantly receiving inmates who have to 
be sent directly to the hospital upon their arrival, we have a surplus of between four 
and five hundred old men now quartered in the third and fourth stories of the building 
who will from time to time break entirely down and have to be sent to the hospital 
wards. So the necessity for additional ward facilities is not a passing need but the 
demand for which will increase for some years to come. 

The hygienic effect of caring for so many inmates in the limited space of the attic 
wards is detrimental to the health of those quartered on the floors below, and also for 
those in the hospital, for reasons which space wiU not allow me to enumerate, but 
mainly on account of the excessive demands made upon the syatAiSL ^1 ^i^Nn<^^^ «s^ 
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water supply, which demands being made at such an elevated portion of the building, 
are inadequate for the labor required of them. 

Then^ are other reasons quite obvious to one cognizant of the requirements of an 
Institution caring for so many decrepit and declining inmates, why a hospital should be 
erected, but the foregoing reasons are sufficiently potent, I trust, to invite your atten- 
tion and efforts to secure the erection of a separate hospital building.

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THE MICHIGAN SOLDIERS' HOME. 



The Michigan Soldiers* Home is situated on the Grand river, one and 
one-half miles north of the city of Grand Bapids, in Kent county, Michi- 
gan, and is intended as a home for disabled soldiers, sailors and marines in 
the State of Michigan. 

Admission to the Home is secured by application on a blank furnished 
for that purpose when requested, the conditions of admissibility being 
clearly set forth in Section 11, Act 152, 1885, establishing the Home, 
which is included in the following circular published for general informa- 
tion: 

Headquarters Michigan Soldiers* Home, ) 
Grand Rapids, Mich,, Aug, i, 1888, \ 
Circular No. 1. 

In many cases applicants for admission to the Michigan Soldiers' Home neglect to 
read the circulars printed on the back of each blank application, resulting in sending 
incomplete papers to this office, which are invariably returned for completion, thereby 
involving vexatious delav, and parties making application for admission are advised to 
read the circular carefully. 

The conditions of admission to the Home are very simple. 

First. — ^The applicant must state his case under oath; make application for 
admission ; and also make a pledge under oath to abide by the rules and regulations 
of the Home. 

Second. — The Certificate of Identification must be signed by either the Supervisor of 
the Township or Ward in which the applicant resides, the County Clerk, or Judge of 
Probate of the County in which the applicant resides, or any member of the Board of 
Managers; this is to indicate citizenship. 

Third. — ^The Medical certificate must be filled in, to indicate physical disability. It 
is useless to send incomplete papers to this office, as they will be returned. Discharges 
or transcripts of service in the army must accompany each application. Where the 
Discharges have been lost or are in the hands of pension attorneys, a transcript of 
service can be obtained by writing to the Adjutant General of the State in which such 
applicant enlisted. 

It is also neceesai^ to give the Postoffice address, with the County, and also the 
nearest railroad station. In fact, to supply this office with the necessary information 
to enable it to understand the case and the best route to bring the applicant here, if 
admitted. 

The blank must be filled in as indicated by the blank spaces. 

The following section of the law creating the Michigan Soldiers' Home is appended 
to show the conditions of admissibUity: 

^ All honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines, who have served in the army 
or navy of the United States in the late war of the Rebellion, and who are disabled by 
disease, wounds, or otherwise, and who have no adequate means of support, and by 
reason of such disability are incapable of earning their living, and who would be other- 
wise dependent upon public or private charity, shall be entitled to be admitted to said 
Home, subject to the rules and regulations that shall be adopted by the Board of 
Managers to govern the admission of applicants to said Home: Provided, That no appli- 
cant snail be admitted to said Home who has not been a resident of the State of Michi- 
gan for one year next preceding the passage of this act, unless he served in a Michigan 
regiment or was accredited to uie State of Michigan." 

The Attorney General of Michigan has decided that the inmates of the different

National homes are in the enjoyment of an ade<iuate means of support, and the^ are 
therefore ineligible to admission, so that no applications from any of this class will be 
considered. 

Honorable dischar^ from the service is indispensable. No deserter need apply, for 
they will not be admitted. 

Persons of unsound mind cannot be received. The proper course to pursue is, in 
such cases, to make application for their admission into one of the insane asylums of 
the State. If they have been Michigan soldiers, this application rhould be made to 
Gol. K Crofton Fox, President State Military Board, Grand Rapids, Mich. If they 
served from another State, application should be made to the Judge of Probate of the 
county where such applicant resides. 

The Michigan Soldiers' Home is one and a half miles north of the city, to which 
place all accepted applicants should report 

No person should be sent here for admission until he has been duly notified that his 
application has been approved.

The report of the Treasurer, Dr. L. W. Bliss, to wl\ich your attention is 
invited, shows fully the condition of these funds at this date. We 
concur with his suggestion that the entire amount necessary to defray 
the expenses of the Soldiers' Homo be appropriated by the Legislature. 
By the last method of appropriation the fund of the Soldiers' Home 
became the creditor of the U. S. Government for at least one-half and 
oftener more of disbursements already made without any adequate revenue 
to supply the deficiency thus necessarily created, which deficiency is shown 
on the quarterly accounts current, and has existed until the government 
has sent a remittance.

Messrs. Curtis & Sullivan having withdrawn thoir bids on root house 
and receiving vault, the contracts were awarded to John D. Boland of 
Grand Rapids, for the construction of the hospital at $16,997.25, and the 
receiving vault at $475. The contract for erecting the dormitory was 
awarded to Ward & Russell of Flint, at $11,000.00, and the root house at 
8725.00. 

The amounts appropriated would have l>oen sufficient had not the ques- 
tion of heating and ventilating been forced upon the attention of the iSoard 
by reason of the incapacity of the l)oilers on hand to furnish sufficient steam 
for all purposes, and they cast about for the best solution of the question. 

The liuttan company of Chicago made a bid for this work, presenting 
the following figures as between its system and steam, which had been 
included in the original contracts for both dormitory and hospital:

The statements made by the Ruttan company were endorsed by the 
architect, who stated that the system was in successful operation in other 
large buildings coiLstructed under his supervision, and the Board adopted 
the Ruttan system at a meeting held at the executive office, Lansing, June 
6, 1889. 

Siibsetiueut results have demonstrated that in the matter of economy 
this has been a mistake*, as the the adoption of the system caused us to 
incur a greater expense in foundations and in the adaptation of the buildings 
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to this system. We have also been disappointed in the operation of the 
earth closets, the defects of which the company agree to remedy. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT PLANT. 

An appropriation of $6,000.00 was made for the purchase of an electric 

S^ht plant, which was duly advertised for, and at a meeting held at the 
orton House, Grand Rapids, the following bids were o])ened, only those 
being considered, which had reference to the electric light plant, without 
engines or boilers:

The Mather system having made the lowest bid the contract was awarded 
to them, 50 light capacity being added afterwards, making the contract 
price $3,420.00. 

BOILERS. 

The boilers in place lacking capacity to furnish steam for heating, cook- 
ing, laundry and extra motive power called for by the introduction of the 
electric light, the purchase of a new boiler or boilers became a matter of 
necessity. Accordingly, after due investigation a 300 horse power boiler 
was purchased of the Hazelton Tripod Boiler comi)any of Chicago, with 
the proviso, that one thousand dollars being paid to them on the comple- 
tion of the boiler, the balance was to l)e j)aid out of the savings in fuel. 
The boiler is a success, doing its work well and is easily handled, but its 
capacity to save fuel has not as yet been specifically demonstrated, but as 
it answers so well the guarantees given as to its effectiveness, we would 
recommend an appropriation to i)ay the balance due cm the boiler. 

The contract price was $5,100.00 of which 81,000.00 has been paid out of 
the electric light fund, leaving ^,100.00 due. 

ENGINE. 

The engine to run the dynamos, was purchased of the Westinghouse 
company for ^95.00 and is doing its work well. We consider the price of 
the engine a low one. It was paid for out of the electric light fund. 

Taken altogether, we have a tirst-class plant, which is giving entire satis- 
faction, and so simple in construction, that members of the Home can 
run it 

IMPROVEMENT OF GROUNDS. 

The amount appropriated by the last Legislature (83,000) is entirely 
inadequate for any general or thorough improvement of the grounds. In 
front of the buildings is a plat of open ground running to the river which 
is susceptible of being made a beautiful frontispiece to the stately build- 
ings already erected. Prei)arations are being made to have this graded 
and seeded this fall, and also to cut and make a driveway from the south- 
west comer of the grounds, through the woods to the buildings, past them 
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and continuing the segment of a circle to the northerly part of the gronnda 
This will use up the balance available (1^1,893.17) and will be simply the 
eround work for future embellishment. But even this only touches the 
front and wings, with the buildings themselves as a base line. Besides 
this, there is the rest of the grounds. The creek winding through a 
wooded valley, the slopes of that valley, the pond and surrouncungB 
including the dam, the groves and the cemetery, where lie those of our 
comrades who are sleeping their last sleep. On the north line of the 

f rounds, facing North I^ark, a new pleasure resort, there should be a 
ivision fence with some pretension to ornament for here our cemetery is 
located. We would recommend an appropriation of $6,000.00 for the 
improvement of grounds. 

BUILDING FUND. 

In the last appropriation, there was no provision made for any repairs to 
the building, which might be needed, and the result has been that all 
repairs imperatively needed have been made and paid for out of the current 
expense fund We would recommend an appropriation of $2,500.00 for 
repairs for buildings; the main building now needs repainting and this 
can be done out of the above appropriation. 

BOILER HOUSE. 

The new Hazelton boiler having been placed in position necessitated an 
enclosure, which has \yeen provided by the erection of a brick boiler house, 
costing $1,900.00 which has been paid for out of the current expense fund. 

WHITNEY AND SAUNDERS PROPERTY. 

The brick hotel which stands uj)on a comer connecting with our grounds, 
has been purchased for $4,000.00 the amount appropriated. 

CURRENT EXPENSES. 

Experience has proven that under this heading, too low an estimate has 
been placed on both the number of men to be provided for, and the amount 
necessary to maintain them. During the two years past the highest num- 
ber of inmates present was 623. According to the roix)rt of Gen. Pierce, 
Commandant, the attendance has been graded as folows: 

1888, highest uumljer present, 449; lowest 311. 

1889, " " " 578; " 405. 

1890, " " " 623; " 401. 

From this it will be seen that while the highest number increases at a 
ratio of 12 per cent, the lowest number does not diminish in proportion. 

It can safely be assumed that the admissions to the Soldiers' Home will 
steadily increase for a few years yet to come, and instead of basing our 
estimates for 400 men we should advance to the average of 500, for the 
coming two years, which will call for an increased appropriation. 

Last winter the buildings were crowded far beyond their capacity, beds 
being placed in the halls, in the gallery of the concert hall, and in 
unfinished lofts. The prevailing sentiment among the members of the 
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Board was but a reflex of pnblic opinion — to admit applicants, who were 
found to be worthy, just as long as there was room to place a bed. 

FURNITURE AND FURNISHINGS. 

No fund having been provided for this specific purpose, all expenditures 
have been paid from the current expense fund, making an unavoidable 
deficit in that fund. 

The rooms set aside for the reception of visitors have not as yet been 
furnished. There has been no money furnished for a modest decoration 
of the walls, or the purchase of additional books for the library;. Periodicals 
and newspapers have been enjoyed by the members of the Home only as 
they have been able to purchase them, or through the kindly remembrance 
of some soldier-loving citizen of our State. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

I 

The Home has been administered with a due idea to economy, and we 
would call your attention as to details to the report of Gen. B. B. Pierce, 
Commandant, submitted herewith. 

The bam belonging to the Home is an old one, entirely inadequate to 
the needs of the institution, and we would recommend an appropriation of 
$2,000 for the erection of a new one. 

We would recommend the following appropriations for the years 1891-2> 
with the privilege of drawing the same when needed: 

For improvement of grounds 86,000 00 

For repairs of building and contingent expenses 2,500 00 

For balance due on boiler _ 4,100 00 

For furniture and furnishings 2,000 00 

For current expenses _._ _ __ 165,000 00 

For purchase of library books _ _ 250 00 

For erection of bam __ 2,000 00 

$181,850 00 

CONCLUSION.

A deficit appears in our report owing to the fact that in constructing 
the hospital it was found necessary to go further down to secure a good 
foundation and it became necessary to expend the sum of 82,200.00 over 
the contract price. In the construction of the dormitory and laundry 
room, it was found that the plan adopted upon which the contract was let 
for the laundry part was too short by ten feet. This extension and the 
additional exi>ense of constructing a foundation necessitated an extra 
expenditure over the contract price of about 81,500; that we were com- 
pelled to expend $1,950.00 for the construction of a building over the new 
boiler, and these items added to the architect's fees and the change of the 
steam to the Buttan system has created for us a deficit in our funds and 
we therefore recommend an immediate appropriation of $9,682.12 to 
replace this deficit, which is divided as follows:

I would call th(» attoiitioii of your Excellency to the unsatisfactory 
results of the method of appropriations made by the last Legislature, 
being only part of the estimated expenses, the balance dei)endiiig upon an 
uncertain amount to be received from the U. IS. Government, in the first 
place the fund from the State which was estimated as oiuvhalf the expenses 
can only be drawn (parterly, and is devoted to the (nirrent expenses occur- 
ring in that iiuarter. By the provisions of Section 5, Act No. 148, Laws 
of 1873, no moneys can be drawn from the State Treasury l)y any disburs- 
ing officer, until he can show receipts for moneys previously drawn, so 
under this rigid rule, although as Treasurer of the Michigan Soldiers' 
Home, I am under bonds of Ji!5(),(X)0.W, I can draw m) fimds until I have 
accounted for those already drawn. I do not refer to this in any spirit of 
criticism, but simply to illustrate a fact. 

Now the expenses r(»presenting 1()0 per cent, and the State furnishing 
50 per cent, the (pu^stion naturally arises, where is the other 50 |x^r cent 
to come from? It was supposed that it would come from the government, 
but the actual fact is, l)efore the government will pay anything, a financdal 
statement must be rendered by the CoBimandant and Treasurer under oath, 
of the disbursement of the 100 per c(*it, to estAl>lisli the l)asis on which 
the government afterwards pays the 50 per cent, so that at the end of 
eveiy ijuarter, the stat<3ment of ihe balance overdrawn is misleading, as 
there is still due from the government its share of the expenses for that 
quarter, but which cannot appear as a credit until its receipt in the suc- 
ceeding cpiarter. I would resj^ectfully suggest one of two i-emedies for 
this: One is to incorporate in the ap])ropriation bill a special proviso 
'* that the moneys thus appro])riated shall be drawn from the trea.su ry as 
needtjd, ui)on proper requisition, provided, that at no time shall the 
amount on hand, not accounted for, (exceed the sum of 887,500.00 or three- 
fourths the amount of the lx)nd of the Treasurer of the Home." 

Another remedy is, for the Legislature to appropriate ttxa ^?qJ\ "wsssssvaxs^* 
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allowed for the Home, with the proviso " that the fnnds received from the 
government, shall, as received, be covered into the State treasury, and 
placed to the credit of the funds of the Michigan Soldiers' Home." 

The effect of the adoj)tion of either of these suggestions, will be to make 
the state the creditor of the government, instead of the ti-easury of the 
Soldiers* Home, and also, to supply the Treasurer with the funds necessary 
for current expenses. 

As it has been, it has been found necessary for the Boanl of Managers 
to give their individual notes for large sums of money, in onler to make 
disbursements to establish credits lx)th with the United Statc*s government 
and the State treasury.

NEW RUILDINOS. 

The increased memberslii|) of the Home, called for additional accommo- 
dations, and at the Let^islatiire of ISSvS and l«S8l>, appropriatitms were made 
for the er(»ction of a dormitory, hospital, root house, and receiving vault. 

The dormitcuy was planned with a view to accommodate SO men but 94 
have been comfortably (luartennl there. Jt is divided into eight rooms 
with convenient closets and lavatories to each room and answers the pur- 
poses for which it was built. 

The hosjntal has accommodations for 80 and can receive 100 patients. 
Attention is called io the rej^ort of the Surgeon of the Home, in which 
some of the inconveniences arise from faulty planning are mentionecL It 
is pleasantly located, and a great improvement over the old location on 
the fourth tt(X)r of the main building. 

The root house is well adapted for the i)urposes intended, but the 
receiving vault is badly located and without projjer facilities to care for 
the dead, such as water and drainage. These should l)e furnished. 

The removal of the hospital from the main building, as well as the laun- 
dry and bakery, gave additional room which was quickly utilized on account 
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of the largo number of admissions, excepting the rooms in the basement^ 
which could not be turned to other purposes for lack of funds. 

In this connection I would refer to the embarrassment caused by the 
absence of a fund for rej^airs of buildings, throwing everything to expense 
account, which has had to stand all expenditui-es of this character creating^ 
a deficit not justly chargeable to this fiind and placing the management in 
the false light of having exceeded the appropriations for this puri)ose. 

CURRENT EXrENSE. 



By reference to the Treasurer s repoi-t, it will he seen that the current 
expense fund was overdrawn, June 30, 1890, .^13,797.03. 

This does not show a true balance. For the quarter ending June 30, 
1890, the amount due from the government does not show as a credit The 
appropriation made by the government not being sufficient to pay 50 % 
of our expenses for maintenance. Gen. Franklin made a division ji?'o rata 
at the rate of 870 per man i)er amium or §17.50 per quarter. Our average 
for the quarter ending June 30, 1890, was 522, making the sum of §9,135.()0 
due from the govenmient, which should api)ear as a credit, and will, when 
received. This reduces the amount overdrawn to $4,602.05. 

There being no fund for furniture and furnishings, the furniture for the 
new^ hos])ital and dormitory had to be purchased out of current expense 
funds, and the following statc^ment will show the different amounts 
paid out of this fund, not proix?rly chargeable to it, but made necessary by 
the absence of any specific appropriation.

I would call attention to the t'lec-tric li^ht phiiit furnished by the Matlier 
Electric Light company as luring satisfactory in f^very respect. 

Tlie Hazelton Trij)od Boiler has now been in use over six months. It 
has been foinid t(» produce a saving in full, is easily handled, and with 
capacity sufficient for all demancLs to be made upon it. 

I would call your attmition to the necessity of an appropriation for 
repairs in buiUling, as it has been, anything needed for ordinary repairs 
has had to 1k» paid for out of cnirrent expense fund. Tlie main building 
now needs reiminting and often there an* breakages that neetl repairing. 
Cement floors are needed in basements of the hospital and donnitory, the 
estimated expense of which will be $7fK). I would recommend that ^,3(X) 
be askefl for to meet tln^se needs. 

COTTAGES. 

There is every reason to expect an increase of members at the Home for 
w^veral years to come. General AV. W. Averill, Assistant Inspector Gen. 
of national honn»s fi)r D. V. S., who has given the subject much attention, 
says in his rei>«)rt " If the avei*age age of the vohintt?er army not yet in the 
homes d(M.»s not excee<l 51 years, tlie maximum number of clisabled volun- 
teers to be care<l for in the homes will not be reached under seven years 
and the maximum will probably be maintained during ten years when a 
gradual but rapid dimiinition will take j)lace which in seven yeai*s will 
reduce the number t<» a lingering minnnuim.'' 

Mi»re room can be furnished by either building cottages for tlu» officers 
or a new dormitory foi- nicin- incumbers. Experienet* has proven that -iOi) 
members is t<K)low anestiniati^ as a base fora])j)roi)riatinns, as the member- 
ship of the Home will steadily ineivase, judging the future by the past. 
Shoid<l cottages be erecte»l for tin* officers it would give the entire main 
building excej)t the otfices for the use of the members of Ihe Home. 

The number of volumes in our library has not increased, save by a few 
volumes donated, menticm of which is made hereafter. ThelKHiks on hand 
have Ix'en kept in good condition by having many of them rebound by a 
member of the Home. More books are needed, and I wiuild recommtnid 
an appropriation of 8250 for this puiix)se. 

Attention is called to the able and exhaustive re[h)rt of Dr. II. H. 
Stevens, acting surgeon of the Home, and especiHlly to his recommenda- 
tions in respect to the? dry close »t system. Unh^ss this can be made a success, 
it shoidil be replaced with flush water closets or some otlu^r system ecpially 
goml. 

( UiaiKNT KXPENSF. 

The average present during the year 1S89 wfis -KiT; for the first six 
months in ISOO was 5(J4. From thest^ iigures can be inferred th<* increase 
to be ex])ected. I would re(^(mnnend that the estimate be at least on a 
basis of 5()() men present at an annual expense* of J!?I65 por man making a 
total of SI<)5,0(K) for the two years.

The inmates of the hospital w(»ro moved Deeemlu*r 17, ISSl), from the old 
hos])ital into the well lighted and heated building jnst eompleted. 

The wards of the hospital are four in number and at op|K>site cmuIs ot tlu» 
main center of the building. Being thus constructed, it necessitates the 
emiJoyment of more helj) to care for th(» inmates, yet it adds to their com- 
fort, as it prevents the c<mfining of so many patients in one roimi and 
avoids the |K)ssible conditions of infection which fire imminent when so 
many are confined in a limited space. 

The air enters the wards at the upper rarified medium, through one 
opening, and makes its exit through many openings at the base of the room, 
thus distributing the warmed air evenly and unifonnly throughout the 
ai)artment, preventing cold corners and over heated centt»i's. Besides this 
unifonn distributicm of wann air, the ventilation is under such perfcH't 
control that a ward can be cooled to an out door temperatun* or heated to 
an unbearable degree in a space of from five to ten minutt^s. 

This perfect control of tem})eraturt» aids wonderfully in the inanagc*- 
ment of disease and figured materially in the epidemic of influenza to say 
nothing of its general etFt»ctupon the nged inmates, especially thosi* sull'er- 
ingfrom rheumatism, with stiif and })ainful joints and muscl(»s. The ])re- 
valence of these symptoms have disappeared in 58 i>er cent of tie ca^^^'^. 
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Catarrh decreased in a like ratio in cases that were confined to the 
hospital, where a daily uniform temperature was mantained. 

The non-occurrence from any deaths from la grippe among the 575 cases 
that were afflicted, I believe was due to the almost perfect hygienic sur- 
roundings to which it was possible to subject the severer cases. 

The dry closet system in connection with the Kuttan Heating system of 
this building is not a success. 

The vault refuse is dried only sufficiently to render the lighter particles 
conbustible. 

Evidently the way the system is constructed in this building where so 
many jjeople live day in and day out, 1ms put u])on it a greater work than 
it can accomplish, it being far more than would be required of it in places 
when* })eo])le or children congregate for school or religious purposes for 
only a part of the twenty-four hours. 

lurthermore it is not possible for the amount of air which passes in its 
humid state from the ward to the vaults to absorb the amount of moisture 
reciuired of it in ord(»r to dry the sewer deposits. 

To make the system a success if i>ossible, a special detail was furnished 
to remove a j)art of the sewage from the wards to the sewer by 
hand. 

This method is still maintained and is very troublesome and expensive, 
and the hospital should be su])plied with some other means of disposing 
of the night soil less j^rimitive. 

Again, the current of foul air which is sujiposed to move from the wards 
to the vaults and load up with moisture aiul pass to iho ventilating shaft, 
sometimes changes its course and goes from the vaults to the wards. 

The advocates of this system claim that this never takes place if a hot 
fire is maintained in the shaft heater. 

In case of the hosjntal system it does take place whenever the specific 
gravity of the air in the shaft is greater than the out door air. 

If tins condition exists at a time wlu»n the refuse in the vaults is being 
bunied, the wards and building are tilled with smoke, a state of atl'airs 
which has rejx^atedly occurred. 

The principle of the dry (rlnset is iK^autifid and correct for a limited 
amount of sewag(\ but the ailaptation of it to the conditions to Ik* tilled 
in case of a hospital, and ^'specially those of the Soldiers' Home hosi)ital, 
ar(* far from boing adetiuate. 

1 einj)hatically urge that the mass of accumulated tilth be removed at 
once from thi* vaults bcnt^ath the building, and that the so-called dry 
closet system be taken out of the building and iho hydraulic trap and tiush 
system lx» put in to onsui-e a pure air at all times in the waitls, in summer 
as well as winter. 

As it now works it is only by a continual expensive and extensive use of 
disinfectants that the building is inhabitable. 

Also some means by which in case of a death in one of the upper wards 
a corpsi' can be n»moved to the morgue without so much inconvenience. 

I would also respectfully urge that a jjlace be constructed with reascm- 
able conveniences that the last mortal remains of a poor dead veteran can he 
taken without the disagreeable incomm<xlity of bearing him around the 
outside of the building, either beneath the hot STin and gaze of a curious 
crowd, or during a midnight storm, on a stretcher, over a railroad track, 
into a beautifully appearing editice, with no water, light or sewerage or 
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conveniences to adapt it to the purposcf* for whii*li it was snpi^osed to be 
constructed. 

With the realization of these suggestions the Board of Mana.u:rrs will 
have a hospital l)uildinic for the care of thi» veterans iinsurt)assed by any 
governmental institution.

Mr-rond, The certificate of identificati<m mast be signed by either the soperrisor of the township or 
ward in which the applicant reHides, the county clerk, or jnoip of probate of the connty in which the 
applicant reeidf^s. or any member of the board of managers; this is to indicate oitiaenship. 

jf/iirri, Th? K-Mlioal certid'^ate ma«tt b9 fille'l in, t> indicate physical disability. It is useless to send 
incomplete papers to this office, as they will be returned. Discharge or transcripts of service in the army 
must accompany each application. IVherv the diachnrue» have been lost or are tn the luinds of pemnon 
attorneus, a tranar.ript of aervice can be obtained by writinu to the Adjutant General of the ttate in tchirk 
turh applicant enlisted. 

It is also necessary to give the i>o8toffice address, with the county, and also the nearest railroad station. 
In fact, to supply this office with the necesNiry information to enable it to understand the case and the 
beet route to bring the applicant here, if admitted. 

'I he blank must oe filled in as indicateti by the blank space*. 

The following section ol law creating tho Michigan Soldiers* Home is appended to show the conditions 
of admissibility. 

Ti*' Ail honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines, who have served in the army or navy of the 
United States in the late war of the Rebellion, or in the Mexican war, and who are disaoled by disease, 
wounds, or otherwise, and who have no adequate means of support, and by rpaM>n of such disability aire 
incapable of earning their living, and who would be otherwise dependent upon public or private charity, 
shall be entitled to be admitted to said Home, subject to the rules and regulations that shall be adopt«Ml 
by the boiird of managers to govern the admission of applicants to said home: Provided^ That no appli- 
cant shall be admitted to said Home who has not been a resident of the state of Michigan for one year 
next preceding the passage of this act, unless he served in a Michigan regiment or was accredited to the 
•Ute of Michigan." 

All pensions over $5 per month must bf* turned over to the commandant. If there are depmdent relar 
tives (wife, children or parentf>) this will be cent to them. If not. the money will be kept, to be paid to 
the member on his final dipcharge from the Home. Applicants receiving over |I2 per month pension, 
may avail themselves of the benefits of the Home by turning over to the commandant for their support 
all money over $5 per month. 

The Attorney General of Michigan hns decided that the inmates of the different National Homes are in 
the enjo^^ment of an adequate means of Hupport. and they are therefore ineligible to admission, so that no 
app'iration from any of this class will be considered. 

Honorable discharge from the service is indispensable. No deserter need apply for they will not be 
admitted. 

Persons of unsound mind cannot be received. The proper course to pursue is, in such cases, to make 
application for their admission into one of the insane asylums of the State, to the judge of probate of the 
connty where such applicant resides. 

The Michigan Soldiers* Home is one and a half miles north of the city, at which place all accepted 
applicants should report. 

No person should bo sent here for admission until he has been duly notified that his application has 
bean approved.

To the Oovemor of Michigan: 

In isonformity with law we have the honor to make this, our fourth, 
biennial report. 

The appropriations made by the Legislature of 1891-2 for the Michigan 
Soldiers' Home, were as follows:

As considerable misapprehension has been caused by the condition of 
the funds of this institution as shown by the financial statement of 
December 31, 1890, we deem it but proper to explain the true status of 
affairs. 

By that statement there was a deficit shown of $9,682.12 in the "build- 
ing and special'' and $12,231.71 in the "current expense" funds. This was 
caused by the plan of the appropriation for 1889-1890, in which only an 
approximated 50 per cent of future expenses was supplied by the State, 
the rest to come from the general government. 
Now, for the quarter ending June 30, 1890, the general gov- 
ernment underpaid us, on account of a deficit in their

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Haying thus disposed of this, we think further explanation unneoessaiy. 

CHANGE OF COMMANDANTS. 

Gen. B. R. Pierce, for four years commandant, retired from the man- 
agement April 8, 1891, being succeeded by Captain C. H. Manley, of Ann 
Arbor, whose resignation was accepted by the Board to take eflPect July 31, 
1891, Manager L. W. Sprague being placed in temporary charge until 
August 19, 1891, when Major Joseph A. McEee, of Qrand Eapids, assumed 
the duties of commandant, having been previously appointed by the 
Board, which position he still holds. ^ 

IMPROVEMENT OF QROUNDS. 

This work has steadily progressed, due regard being given to the small 
amount appropriated for the purpose, and the grounds are now in a condi- 
tion where they are susceptible of permanent improvement and ornamenta- 
tion, which when done will call for only small outlays for the future, so as 
to keep them in repair and under cultivation. 

BEPAIBS OF BUILDINGS. 

Under this head much has been done, including repairing the roofs of 
dormitory and hospital, the painting of the outside of the buildings, kal- 
Bomining and varnishing the inside, building stone walks and placing a 
stone floor in the basement of the main building. A ptimp has also been 
added, and the return of condensed steam to the boilers in the shape of 
warm and purified water been accomplished, resulting in a large saving in 
fuel. 

Deeming it best, in the interest of economy to change the system of 
heating the hospital and dormitory to steam heating, this has been done, 
so that now all the buildings are heated from one boiler, being a saving in 
both fuel and labor. 

FURNITURE AND FURNISHINGS. 

The quarters of the officers and the general reception room have been 
furnished, and besides the several rooms ordered supplied with chairs, 
and the corridors with new sea tings, those now in the building having been 
in use nearly five years. 

PURCHASE OF LIBRARY BOOKS. 

The sum of $250 has been, we believe, judiciously expended in the pur- 
chase of additional books for the home library. 

CURRENT EXPENSE. 

Tour attention is called to the report of our treasurer, which will give 
the condition of the funds belonging to this institution. The admirable 
classification adopted by the Auditor General, under the general head of 
current expense, seems to do away with the necessity for a special appro- 
priation of any kind. We believe the home to have been economically and 
admirably managed by its present commandant, Major J. A. McKee, to 
whose report we invite attention. 
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PENSIONS. 

The complex system relating to relief of veterans of the late war, who 
were needy or dependent, led the Board to devise some means of simplify- 
ing matters. In our case, we were supporting the veterans entirely, so 
that there was no necessity for money to provide for the necessities of 
of the inmates. To aid in this the U. S. Government was paying 
$100 per annum to the State Homes towards the support of each 
veteran. Besides this, in many cases the general government was 
paying him a pension. Then by Act 193, Session Laws of 1889, provision 
was made for raising a special fund by general taxation, for the purpose of 
taking care of those veterans who wished to remain at home with their 
families. It not only provides for their maintenance, but also for their 
wives or widows and minor children. Added to this was the fact that 
many were kept at almshouses, or were provided for at pyblic expense in 
other ways. While we have heard no one cavil at, or object to the laud- 
able and patriotic desire of the people to take care of the defenders of our 
fla^, and who had been unfortunate in the battle of life, still there seemed 
to be an uneasy feeling that the many channels by which a people were 
testifying their gratitude to the survivors of the war, should be so guided 
that they might flow into one great river, and thus subserve, by being sys- 
tematized, the common end — to take care of the old soldier, and also to 
remember his dependent wife and minor children. This was the motive 
for the adoption of the pension rule, given in fall in the commandant's 
report, and under its provisions we not only expect to take care of the 
veteran, but to induce him to send his pension, or the most of it, to his 
family at home. 

WHITNEY A SAUNDERS PROPERTY. 

We have not as yet been able to sell the brick hotel property for $5,000, 
as authorized by act No. 145, session laws of 1891. We would recom- 
mend that the act mav be so amended as to authorize the Board to sell the 
property for the best price obtainable. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

We would recommend that the appropriation for the next two years be 
$82,500 per annum. Ttiis sum to include all amounts needed which have 
heretofore been provided for by general and special appropriations; the 
funds received from the general government, which are intended to pro- 
vide for half the expense per capita of maintenance, to be covered into the 
State treasury by the Governor, instead of being paid to the treasurer of 
the Home.

REPORT OF COMMANDANT.

Board of Managers of the Michigan Soldiers' Home: 

Gentlemen — According to custom I have the honor to make this, the 
biennial report of the management of the Michigan Soldiers' Home to the 
end of the fiscal year endinjaj June 30, 1892. 

I assumed command of the Home August 19, 1891, pursuant to appoint- 
ment of the board of managers, relieving L. W. Sprague, manager in charge 
but in this report I shall treat the administration for the past two years as 
impersonal and therefore continuous. There were:

The treasurer's report will set forth fully the amounts expended. 

Upon assuming charge of the Home I found many things which needed 
attention, a state of affairs not justly chargeable to former administrations 
but from progressive wear and decay, as well as incompleteness. 

The first subject which demanded i^iy attention was* the 

improvement op grounds. 
By reference to former reports I feel that it is hardly necessary for me 
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to urge a liberal appropriation for this purpose and while under the new 
classification I can hardly see the necessity for any special appropriation 
for this or any other purpose, still I hope in the general appropriation this 
item will be remembered. 

An attempt was made to raise a garden on the flats west of the gravel 
road, but just as the promise of something appeared, the spring freshet 
of the Grand river overflowed the grounds, washing everything out The 
season being too far advanced to hope for any substantial return for labor 
employed, the ground was sewed to oats and grass. A water wall along 
the river frontage would reclaim this valuable land and make it available 
for a garden. The lawn in front of the building has been sown to grass 
and is now in a good condition. There should, however, be some attempt 
at ornamentation, in order to relieve the monotonous appearance of a 
single grade of such an extent. 

On the drive-ways and to the rear of the buildings, cinders from the 
boiler house have been used liberally, making an exceedingly hard surface 
free from weeds or any extraneous matter. 

REPAIRS OF BUILDINGS. 

The main building was first occupied January 1, 1887, and since that 
time no general repairs have been made. The hospital and dormitory also 
needed retouching. Pursuant to instructions from your board I have 
caused the exterior of the buildings to be repainted, the interiors to be 
freshly kalsomined, and the wood work to be freshened by rubbing and 
varnishing. 

FURNITURE AND FURNISHING. 

The general reception room which so long has been bare of furniture 
excepting the carpet, has been furnished with a center table and a sufficient 
number of chairs. Also curtains and a few etching& A ladies toilet room 
has also been added. 

LIBRARY BOOKS. 

The S250 appropriated for that purpose has been expended, I think 
judiciously, in the purchase of new books for our library. 

GENERAL DISCIPLINE. 

The discipline of the Home I believe has been improved by a firm treat- 
menUof the few incorrigible characters and a patience towarus the infirm- 
ities of the others. There are very few infractions of the rules now noticeable. 
My experience has been that as a rule, it is useless to try and turn the 
Home into a reformatory, as it not only fails to reclaim the offenders but 
is the cause of much distress and annoyance to the well behaved men, as 
well as a standing menace to discipline. 

LABOR. 

There is another question which I deem it proper to mention here, and 
that is the further supply of labor needed in the Home. HeretAlc!i<t^^^ 
have used as few citizen employes aa poB&\\A<e) -^x^l^^xtvii!^ \x^ ^B>^^ "^ 
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money paid for this purpose to the members of the Home, where they 
were able to do the work, but as age advances they are becoming less able 
and manifest a disposition to spend tlieir remaining days in the rest and 
quietude their condition demands. The citizen labor employed at the 
Home consists of one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, one elec- 
trician, one storekeeper, one hospital steward, three nurses, one chief cook, 
two assistant cooks, one hospital cook, one assistant hospital cook, one 
head baker, one assistant baker. In the fire room the work has b^en done 
by members and although the pay has been increased, it is with great 
difficulty that competent help can be retained. It will not be long before 
tlie same rule will apply to the other departments necessitating the 
employment of citizen labor. This matter I deem of sufficient impor- 
tance, to recommend that you take it into consideration when making esti- 
mates for appropriations for the coming years. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

A new pump has been added in the pump house to provide for the 
return of water already heated and condensed after use as steam to the 
boiler. Sixty per cent has been returned in not only a partially heated 
condition but also purified as far as scale deposits were concerned. In 
case of accident to the large Blake pump, this new pump can be immedi- 
ately attached to the main suction pipe leading to the pond, thereby giving 
us a dual system. 

An artificial stone floor has been laid in the basement of the main 
building, replacing the brick one formerly there, which had become very 
badly worn in places, making it almost an impossibility to clean thor- 
oughly, making it very unhealthy. 

The old, unsightly wooden barn has been removed to the east grove in 
rear of the ice house and painted, making a decided improvement in the 
appearance of the grounds. 

The red frame house in the grove near the river has been sold and 
removed. 

CEMETERY. 

There is considerable more work to be done in and about the cemeteiy 
which has been laid out in the form of a maltese cross. The North Park 
street railroad track runs along the west side and here is an uneven slope 
or embankment, for w*hich should be substituted a stone wall about three 
feet high to make an arbitrary and unchanging division. On the north 
side where a section highway runs, the condition of the embankment is 
still worse, needing levels, sloping and sodding. There should be some 
kind of fencing at this point, which is near to and plainly observable from 
the pavillion at North Park, a suburban summer resort, patronized by 
citizens of Grand Bapids. 

The condition of the woods on the southwest corner of the grounds 
should be in my opinion a matter of serious interest, owing to the thick 
growth of both timber and undergrowth as well as the marshy character of 
the ground caused by springs and the thick shade, no improvement can be 
made until most of the timber has been removed so as to let sunlight into 
|t. This, I am informed by those whose opinions are entitled to weight, ia 
t should be donOt as the same course has been pursued by them in 



^lifta 
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clearing conti&:uouB land. Besides this the surgeon has twice recommended 
that these woods be removed as in their present condition they are a 
menace to the health of the inmates on account of malarial tendencies. 

PENSIONS. 

This subject is one that has claimed the attention of those interested in 
the management of Soldiers' Homes for several years. The idea seems to 
be that in some manner there should be some suvervisory administration 
of the pensions received by men who were bein^ taken care of in the 
different homes, and especially those who had families, in order that a part 
of these pensions should be sent to the needy ones. Information has also 
been sought for by our national legislators as to the benefits given by 
pension appropriations, whether their influence was for good or otherwise; 
whether they reached the channels and afforded the relief they were 
intended to. 

A rule was formulated by the board and published in general orders, 
which was however opposed by the veterans who took the matter to the 
courts, securing a temporary injunction in the circuit court where the case 
was held subject to the action of the supremo court (where a similar case 
had been begun). The rule was substantially upheld by the supreme court 
and the action was crystalized in rule 14 published in general orders No. 
14, a copy of which is hereto appended.

I. The following rule adopted by the Board of Manafrers, Michigan Soldiers* Home, 
August 12, 1892, in regard to pensions, is published for the information of all concerned: 

RULE 14. 

**1. Every pensioner residing in this Home and accepting its benefits must turn 
over to the commandant, upon receipt of his (quarterly pension check, any sum in 
excess of $5 per month, the same to be held subject to the disposal of the Board of 
Managers. Any infringement of this rule on the part of an inmate will be followed by 
his discharge from the Home. 

*'2. That the commandant be and is hereby directed to send the pension money 
turned over as aforesaid or any part of it, to such dependent relative or relatives of the 
pensioned inmate as he may in good faith designate in writing; any balance not thus 
disposed of to be retained by the commandant. In case no dependent relative or 
relatives are designated, or all the money received has not been disposed of as aforesaid, 
then the money received shall be held by the commandant, and all amounts in his 
hands reported to the board, to be held subject to their order and paid to the pensioner 
upon his discharge from the Home. 

'^3. In cases where improper use is made of the allowance of $5 per month herein 
provided for, leading to misconduct or infractions of the rules of the Home, the allow- 
ance so granted shall be suspended. 

*M. That the standard of admission as regards pensioners shall be: That no applicant 
who receives over $L2 per month pension shall be admitted to this Home, but it shall be 
competent for the commandant to admit any ex soldier, sailor or marine who may be 
eligible otherwise, but receives over $12 per month pension who may be willing to pay 
into the Home all pension received by him over said $12 per month. 

^5. All rules conflicting herewith are hereby repealed.*' 

The following resolution was also adopted: 

Resoloed, That the Commandant is instructed to enforce the above rule strictly « 

IL In conformity with the above rule all applicants for Qkd\xi\BA\oTi \a >^>& T^o\sa^^^ci9^ 
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are in receipt of a penaioa must traasmit with tlieir application, their pension certificate 
and voucher for record and file in this office. 

III. Members of the Home will be required upon receipt of their pension checks co 
turn over to the commandant all sums in excess of 95 per month, who.will give them a 
receipt therefor, and in cases where there are dependents as set forth in the above rule, 
the money will be sent to them; in other cases it will be kept on deposit to be paid to 
the depositor on his discharge from the Home.

The first quarter in which this rule has bev3ii ia operation was that of 
September when over $1,300 was sent to dependent relatives and over 
$2,000 left on deposit Out of the total number of pensipners only 30 
called for their discharge, refusing to comply with the rule, but since that 
time the greater number of these, with a better understanding of the rule, 
wish to return to the Home, and will be readmitted when they are able to 
comply with ifs provisions. It has been greatlv beneficial as regards dis- 
cipline and sobriety, and also as affording relief to families. 

* ATTENDANCE. 

I think that the maximum has been reached as regards attendance at 
this Home. The following table seems to substantiate this idea: 

1888 highest number present 449 lowest 331. 

1889 " " " 578 ** 405. 

1890 *' " " 623 " 401. 

1891 " " " 558 '' 356. 

1892 " " •* 563 " 331. 

The average attendance during the past fiscal year has been 442, and the ' 
expense per capita including all disbursements $163.11 per annum. The 
ration as served cost 17 cents per day for a most excellent table. 

In view of the uncertainty of market products I would recommend that 
the appropriation be based at least on 500 men at 18165 per capita per 
annum, which I consider will give suflBcient funds. 

I desire, in conclusion, to extend my thanks to my adjutant, Major James 
W. Long; to my quartermaster and commissary, Jerome V. Shank and to 
Dr. D. C. Spalding, surgeon. Also to the non-commissioned staff of the 
Home for faithful and continued cooperation with me in an earnest endeavor 
to give to the people of the State an effective administration of affairs at 
this Home. I also desire to thank Rev. W. A. Frye, acting chaplain, for 
his earnest efforts in behalf of the sijiritual welfare of the men.

The usual conditions prevail; disability increasing with advauciug 

years. The average age of members admitted since the opening of the 

Jaozae is 66 yeara, and the difficulties from which applicants are suffering 
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when admitted cun as a nile be traced to two causes, inebriety and 
exposure incident to poverty, insuflScient nourishment and care. lUakinfi^ 
ox>mpari8oii botween men in normal conditions and circumstances I should 
rate the average normal age at 68 years. While there are many cases as 
cited above, there are others who have bravely fought the battle of life 
until physical infirniities in no way du*^ to bad habits, have forced them to 
call a halt and seek the protectitm of a home so freely offered them. 

In a number of cases temporary treatment, rest and proper diet have 
brought renewed vigor, and they have gone out once again to care for 
themselves. These men have been with me, objects of special sympathy 
and care, as they seem so grateful for whatever is done for them. Then 
again then^ is another class; old decrejiid men whose working days are 
over and whose short span of remaining life must be spent under the 
kindly care of the State. As a rule they are quiet and inoffensive and the 
cause of very little trouble. 

During the past year th«» Suiead system of closets has been changed to 
the flushing system by same company, having been substituted with 
decidedly beneficial results. The general health of the meml>ers has been 
good, and no epidemic has visited us 

I would call attention to the woods west of the main gravel road, in the 
southwest corner of the grounds. There is already a large proportion of 
forest land on tht* grounds, and the woods referred to can easily be spared 
as far as ornamentation is concerned. Besides this, in a sanitary sense I 
believe it would be a benefit to the Home to remove them. Being as they 
are on low marshy land, which in a natural state must be necessarily a 
breeder of malaria, and being dense they act as an obstruction between 
the Home and Grand river, depriving us of the benefit of the breezes from 
the southwest, which would reach the building purified by the water.

The following eonditions of adzniasion to the Home are very simple;, and must be complied with: 

Firatt The applicant most state his ease onder oath, make application for admission ; and also make a 
pledge nnder oath to abide b^ the rales and regulations of the Home. 

Second, The certificate of identiiication most be signed by either the snperrisor of the township or 
ward in which the applicant resides, the coontF clerk, or JQdjse of probate of the coonty in which the 
applicant resides, or any member of the board of managers ; this is to indicate citizenship. 

Third. The medical certificate most be filled in, to indicate physical dlsiJEyility. It is useless to send 
incomplete papers to this office, as they will be retnmed. Discharges or transcripts of senrice in the army 
mast accompany each application. Where the diachargen have been Umt or are in the haiuU of peiuion 
attorneys, a transcript of service can be obtained by writing to the Adjutant General of the state in wMch 
tuch applicant enlisted. 

It is also necessarr to give the i>ostoffice address, with the county, and also the nearest railroad station. 
In fact, to supply this office with the necessary infonnation to enable it to understand the case and the 
beet route to bring the applicant here, if admitted. 

The blank must oe filled in as indicated by the blank spafses. 

The following section of law creating the Michigan Soldiers' Home is appended to show the conditions 
of admissibility: 

'* All honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines, who have served in the armv or navy of the 
United States in the late war of the Rebellion, or in the Mexican war, and who are disabled br disease, 
woonds, or otherwise, and who have no adequate means of support, and by reason of such disability are 
incapable of earning their living, and who would be otherwise dependent uiion public or private charity, 
idiiall be entitled to be admitted to said Home, subject to the rules and regulations that shall be adopted 
by the board of managers to govern the admission of applicants to said home: Provided, That no appli- 
cant shall l)e admitted to said Home who has not been a resident of the state of Michigan for one year 
next preceding t-lie passage of this act, unlesB he served in a Michigan regiment or was accredited to the 
state of Michigan." 

All iiensions over $5 per month must be turned over to the commandant. If there are dependent rela- 
tives (wife, children or parents) tliis will be sent to them. If not, the money will be kept, to be paid to 
the member on his final dischargjB from the Home. Applicants receiving over |12 per month pension, 
may avail themselvee of the benefits of the Home by turning over to the commandant for their support all 
money over $12 per month. 

The Attorney General of Michigan has decided that the inmates of the different National Homes are in 
the enjo^ient of an adetiuate means of support, and they are therefore ineligible to admission, so that no 
application from any of this class will be considered. 

Honorable discharge from the service is indispensable. No deserter need apply for they will not be 
admitted. 

Persons of unsound mind cannot be received. The pniper course to pursue is, in such cases, to make 
application for their admission into one of the insane asylums of the State, to the Judge of probate of the 
county where such applicant resides. 

The Michigan Soldiers' Home is one and a half miles north of the city, at which place all accepted 
applicants should report. 

No person should be sent here for admission until he has bden duly notified that his application has 
been atiDroved.

BOARD OF MANAGERS' REPORT.

To the Legislature of Michigan: 

In conformity with law, we have the honor to make this, onr fifth biennial 
report. 
The appropriations made by the Legislature of 1893 were as follows: 

CURRENT EXPENSES (ACTNo.lt).

FAMILY ANNEX (ACT 212).

CHANGE OF COMMANDANTS. 

Major J. A. McKee having resigned, to take effect May 1, 1893, Captain 
B. F. Graves, a member of the Board of Managers, was elected as his suc- 
cessor. In parting with Major McKee the Board tendered him a unani- 
mous vote of thanks for a thoroughly acceptable administration of affairs. 
Capt Graves has given us an economical and very efficient administration. 
The change to the detail system has been difficult and exceedingly 
unpleasant, but he has not deviated for an instant from what he believed 
to be right, and the entire success of the system has vindicated his 
judgment in every particular. 

IMPROVEMENT OF GROUNDS. 

The improvement of the grounds has steadily progressed. Stone walkb 
have been laid between the main building and hospitid and to the street car 
station; also to the family annex. A fountain, costing $2,500, has also 
been placed in front of the center of the main building, and a stone walk 
placed to connect it with the building. An esplanade has been built around 
the fountain and also the flagstaff. Part of the woods west of the gravel

road have been cut down and the remainder underbrushed, having been 
recommended by the Surgeons of the Home as a sanitary measure. 

A fine granite monument has been placed in the cemetery, at a cost of 
$2,500. It is a matter of congratulation that none of this expense has 
been borne by the taxpayers, but the entire sum has been paid from the 
posthumous fund of the Home. Some deer and other animals have been 
furnished at small expense and suitably housed and enclosed upon the 
grounds. The antics of the bears and coons, and the care of the other 
animals, have proven an agreeable relief to the monotony in the lives of 
the members, and the entire exhibit is very popular with the general public. 
We have now on hand four deer, two bears, four coons, a badger and a 
peacock. 

REPAIRS OF Bl'ILDlNGS. 

Necessary repairs have been made to the buildings, among which we 
would mention a much needed elevator, which has been placed in the 
hospital. 

CURRENT EXPENSE. 

Your attention is called to the report of our Treasurer, which will give 
the condition of the funds belonging to this institution. The method of 
appropriation adopted by the last Legislature is much better than the pre- 
vious one, whereby a ratio of 50 % of an estimated sum was appropriated, 
the balance to come from the government. This resulted in a constant 
deficit in our funds while government money was in transit. Under the 
present system this does not exist. 

WHITNEY A- SAUNDERS PROPERTY. 

We have not as yet been able to sell the brick hotel property for $4,500. 
We would recommend that the act may be so amended as to authorize the 
Board to sell the property for the best price obtainable. 

GENERAL REMARKS. 

We would recommend that the appropriation for the next two years be 
$82,500 per annum; this sum to include all amounts needed which have 
heretofore been provided for by general and special appropriations; the 
funds ret'eived from the general government which are intended to pro- 
vide for half the expense per capita of maintenance to be covered into the 
State treasury by the Governor, instead of being paid to the Treasurer of 
the Home. 

The old vertical engine by which the dynamos were run, proving unsat- 
isfactory, we purchased two horizontal engines of different sizes, the work- 
ing of which fully justifies the change. The battery of three tubular 
boilere have been raised out of the pit in which they were first x)laced and 
joined by an eipializer. The result of those changes has been a saving in 
fuel which will not take long to pay the expense. 
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FUEL. 

The question of procuring the best kind of steam-making fuel has been 
given a great deal of attention and care. We have invited coal dealers to 
submit carload samples, which have been thoroughly tested and out of 
these selections will be made and contracts entered into therefor. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The question of a permanent supply of good water for the Home has been 
a source of much investigation and anxiety. Heretofore the Home has 
depended mainly on a pond made by Lamberton creek, but this has become 
almost unfit for use on account of the accumulation of stale vegetable mat- 
ter. For drinking purposes we have been using the well, the water from 
which was pronounced by Dr. Eedzie to be pure. This well is not now 
e(^ual to the demand. With this condition staring us in the face, we have 
tried different solutions, and now trust we have found the answer, in dig- 
ging down some springs in the neighborhood, surrounding them with a 
crib, the water coming by gravitation to our pump, from whence it is forced 
into the building. We have also a plan on foot for a connection by syphon 
with a soft-water lake in the near vicinity, which will give us an ample 
supply for boiler and laundry purposes at small expense. 

Plans have also been made for using the water power furnished by Lam- 
berton creek. We have eighteen feet fall of this stream on our own prop- 
erty, and it is thought that a large portion of the year it will do our 
pumping and run our all night lights, thus saving greatly in fuel. 

PENSIONS. 

The operations of the pension rule have proved most satisfactory in not 
only saving money for the men, but in aiding dependent families. We 
would refer you to the full report of the Commandant for further particuUrs. 

THE FAMILY ANNEX. 

The last Legislature appropriated a sum of $15,000 for the purpose of 
erecting a '^dormitory building, cottage or cottages for the care of soldiers, 
sailors and marines who served in the late civil war, and were honorably 
discharged, their wives and mothers." 

It will be seen that the act left it in the discretion of the Board whether 
one building should be erected or more, and to determine this matter a 
committee, accompanied by the Commandant, visited the Wisconsin Home 
at Waupacta, the only one near at hand where women are admitted. 

The report of this committee convinced the Board that with the small 
amount of money appropriated a much larger number could be accommo- 
dated by one large building than if several small ones were erected. 

As soon as this was determined, the committee which had been appointed 
by the Grand Army of the Republic and Women's Relief Corps came 
forward and very generously pledged the furnishings for every room in the 
building. The Board was thus enabled to expend the entire appropriation 
for the building and hall furnishings. The result has been that a very 
handsome structure, 60x134 feet in size, two stories high, and in keeping 
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with the others on the grounds, haudsomely furnished throughout, has 
been erected and we have still left in the treasury $466.44. 

We believe we are warranted in saying that no building in the State can 
at all compare witli it considering the size of the appropriation. The Com- 
mandant's report gives a list or those who so generously furnished the 
rooms. In all this work the Board of Managers has been in full touch 
and accord with the committees before mentioned. 

It has been foutfd impossible to permit men to occupy the building, for 
various reasons, but principally because we have only thirty rooms, and if 
these were occupied by man and wife only thirty women could be accom- 
modated; but if women only were admitted double this number, or even 
more, could be taken care of. 

In only one instance has this rule been temporarily violated, and that is 
in the case of an invalid, who recjuires the constant care and attention of 
his wife. It will cost something more per capita to heat and light this 
building than the others, as the space occupied by the same number in the 
family annex is much greater, but we feel that it may be safe to figure on 
about the same basis, and therefore ask an appropriation of $10,000 per 
annum. This would take care of sixty persons, and while we could take 
care of more than this number if required, we do not expect that it will be 
exceeded unless the Legislature should let down the bars in regard to the 
requirements for admission, in which case the appropriation must be cor- 
respondingly increased. We have now nineteen inmates, and expect the 
number to reach thirty or perhaps more before the close of the present 
year. 

THE PROSPECTS FOB THE FUTURE. 

Notwithstanding the utmost caution has been used, compatible with the 
intention of the act, we have quite a number more in the Home than were 
on our rolls at this time last year. Increasing age and infirmities and the 
hard times will account for this, and while we shall have a handsome sum 
to turn ba(;k into the treasury at the close of the year, probably exceeding 
$15,000, we think it would not be safe to cut down our appropriation. If 
our numbers should average fifty over the last two years, as seems very 
probable, we shall need it all, and if this contingency does not arise we 
think that our action in the past is an assurance that the excess will not be 
wasted. 

COTTAGES FOR THE OFFICERS. 

The Board has decided to erect neat cottages for the accommodation of 
the families of the Adjutant and Surgeon. These will cost not to exceed 
$2,500 each, and will be upon a portion of the grounds where they can 
readily be used for other purposes in case they are not needed by those 
officers.

REPORT OP THE TREASURER. 13 

In connection herewith I desire to say that a treasurer's report, unless 
analyzed, does not present all the facts. For instance: this report shows 
that we had on hand July 1, 1892, $11,023.65, when as a matter of fact the 
schedule for the June preceding had not been paid ; and again, from the 
amount at present on hand must also be deducted the schedule for June of 
this year. It is proper to add that our heavy monthly schedules, in which 
we pay for this year's clothing and other supplies, also for the erection of 
the officers' cottages and other permanent improvements, are yet to come. 

The item of S500.43 found under "Receipts" is for money left in the 
Commandant's hands for the purchase of local supplies, which has always 
been the practice. This was dropped from the Treasurer's account by an 
error of the last administration, but the error was lately discovered and 
taken up. 

In regard to the family annex, it has been very difficult to keep the 
accounts separate, as they are so intimately connected. The building is 
heated, lighted and supplied in every way from the Home; the Command- 
ant has charge of it, tne books are kept in the Adjutant's office, and I 
would suggest that the amount to be appropriated for the support of the 
family annex be added in a lump sum to the Home appropriation.

Gentlemen — I hereby submit this, the biennial report of the manage- 
ment of the Michigan Soldiers^ Home from July 1, 1892, to Jnne 30, 1894, 
inclusive:

The prediction of my predecessor in his report two years ago, that "the 
maximum has been reached as regards attendance at the Home" seems not 
to have been sustained by subsequent experience. The Adjutant's report 
shows that during the year ending June 30, 1894, the average present was 
448; the largest average attendance during the history of the Home, 
excepting the years 1890 -91. During the last year the maximum present 
at any one time was on February 18, 1894, when there were 593 present; 
the largest number during the past history of the Home, excepting in 
February and March, 1890, and, at the time of closing this report, the vet- 
erans are coming in very fast, and we have 415 present, while every mail 
brings applications for either admission or readmission, and the prospect 
now is that by January 1, next, the Home will be crowded to its utmost 
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capacity, every thin^ indicating that we shall reach nearly if not quite 700. 
The depressed condition of the times making it difficult for the old soldier 
to obtain employment, and the further fact tnat increased infirmities com- 
ing with age, and suffering in many instances with wounds and chronic 
diseases, the result of the late war, has contributed largely to this result 

Having in view the large increase in number, and the future prospect, I 
would recommend that the appropriations to be asked for the coming two 
years be based upon an average attendance of 500, and at the rate of $165 
for each man per annum. 

DISGIPLINK 

The discipline in the Home has been as good as could be expected, con- 
sidering the fact that we have not the facilities of National Homes to 
enforce it. Soon after assuming the duties of Commandant the rules were 
changed, so that for infractions men were compelled to do work without 
pay, 88 a minor punishment and also as a reminder that the mles and regu- 
lations, mild as they were, meant something more than words without any 
especial meaning or force, resulting in much better discipline and a con- 
siderable reduction of the monthly pay roll. A great evil, in my opinion, 
is the natural tendency of the inmates to neglect taking sufficient exercise. 
My attention has been called to this fact not only by the Surgeon of the 
Home (to whose report I would refer you), but also by other surgeons who 
have had occasion to examine the men. 

To correct this evil, as far as possible, the detail system was inaugurated 
July 1, 1893, by calling upon each man who was not excused by the Sur- 
geon of the Home, to perform light duties upon the farm, and in the dining- 
room, kitchen, and general policing in the buildings. Those in the dining- 
room, kitchen, and general policing being detailed for a week, and those on 
the farm for one day. 

The pay rolls for June, 1893, aggregated $1,241.85, containing the names 
of 16 citizen employes, and 100 inmates at 25c or 30c per day. The pay- 
rolls for June, 1894, aggregated $952.65, with 14 citizen employ^ and 55 
inmates, being a saving of nearly $300 per month, besides being of actual 
benefit to the physical condition of the men.

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FOOD. 

During the year ending June 30, 1894, there was consumed in the Home 
33,030 lbs. fresh beef , 24,237 lbs. corned beef, 4,793 lbs. fresh pork, 7,8618)8. 
salt pork, 1,531 lbs. ham, 7,185 lbs. shoulders, 10,692 fi)s. sausage, 11,553 lbs. 
mutton, 5,712 lbs. veal, 2,578 tt)s. codfish, and 7,356 lbs. fresh fish. Total, 
meat and fish, 116,498 Bbs. Flour, 91,822 lbs.; sugar, 32,706 lbs.; butter, 
15,600 lbs.; potatoes, 1,946 bushels; milk, 21,441 gallons. 

During the year the average number subsisted was 483. This includes 
officers and families, citizen help, inmates of Home and Family Annex, 
and is equivalent to 10|| ounces per ration of meat and fish (the army ration 
being 1 lb salt meat and 1^ flbs. fresh meat ) ; 8^ ozs. flour per ration, 2A ozs. 
sugar, Ij^ ozs. butter; 5| bu. potatoes per day, and 58| gallons of milk. 

The bill of fare consisted of four meals per week, fresh beef; three meals, 
corned beef; two of mutton; two of veal; two of sausage; two pork and 
beans; two meals mush and milk; one fresh pork; one fresh fish; one salt 
fish, and one of rice with syrup. Two kinds of bread, with butter, served 
at eveiy meal; potatoes two, and sometimes three times a day; coffee two 
meals and tea one meal each day. Fruits and vegetables in season. Once, 
and most of the time twice each day, pie, sauce or pudding is served. Eggs 
often substituted for meat Cake and cookies are often served. 

CLOTHING. 

During the last year, those taking their discharge from the Home have 
been required to turn over to the Quartermaster any surplus clothing of 
which they were not in immediate need. Such clothing has been washed, 
repaired and reissued, enabling us to make some saving, as will be noticed 
by referring to the report of the Quartermaster of the Home. It has also 
l)een a great convenience in the hospital, being a means of having on hand 
soft, clean clothing for use among patients who, by their peculiar ailments, 
needed frequent change of clothing. When needed, two suits of clothing 
are issued to each man during each year. 

LAUNDRY. 

Our laundry would be much more effective if a good supply of soft water 
could be procured. Efforts are now being made to secure this. 

HEATING. 

Early in the last year, about $1,200 was expended in raising, repairing 
and connecting the three horizontal boilers with a drum, so that now we 
have a very efficient heating plant, using one, two or three boilers as occa- 
sion requires, enabling us to make quite a saving in fuel. Two new engines 
have been purchased in the place of the old one. The exhaust from tnese 
is returned to the pipes and used for heating the rooms. 

LIGHT. 

For lighting, our incandescent system, tw^o dynamos and two engines are 
in use. The larger engine is intended to run both dynamos during the 
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evening until taps, when it is shut down, and the small engine and one 
dynamo famishes all-night lights. 

FARM. 

While there are 132 acres of land in the Home farm, yet a large portion 
of it is in timber and lawn, leaving but a small part for farming purposes. 
About twenty tons of hay has been secured this year, and we have growing 
six acres of potatoes and two of turnips. The present prospect for a crop 
is not very encouraging, owing to the continued drouth. A part of the 
timber between the gravel road and the river has been cleared, and the rest 
underbrushed, making a needed improvement. The timber was cut into 
fire wood, by the inmates, and we have on hand about 300 cords of 3-foot 
wood. 

CEMETERY. 

A granite monument has been purchased for the cemetery at a cost of 
$2,500, which was paid for out of a fund accumulated from the sale of gar- 
bage and moneys left by deceased inmates. 

PENSIONS. 

During the last year $48,122 has been received from the inmates, of 
which $36,910.33 was either paid to the pensioners or sent to dependent 
relatives, leaving $6,211.67 on deposit. At the time March pensions were 
cashed, there were 418 pensioners in the Home. Of this number 11 drew 
over $12 per month, 225 drew $12, 21 drew $10, 82 drew $8, 53 drew $6, 19 
drew $4, and 7 drew $2.

The result of the enforcement of the Pension Rule has been decidedly 
beneficial. Members now have money saved who never had it before, and 
many dependent relatives have been aided. 

RELIGIOUS EXERCISES. 

For the past two years religious exercises have been held in our Concert 
Hall every Sunday afternoon, by a clergyman whose services were secured 
at $3 per service, and who has also conducted all funeral services at the 
.3 
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• 
same comi)eiiBatioii. A new feature has been added by the employment of 
a chorister, a youu^ lady who both plays and sings. Occasionally the exer- 
cises have been varied by havinj^ asoni^ service. Since this innovation the 
attendance has steadily increased. 

THE FAMILY ANNEX. 

The Legislature of 1893 made an appropriation of $15,000 for the erec- 
tion of a dormitory for veterans and their families. With this amount a 
building was constructed upon the Soldiers' Home grounds, 140 feet south- 
west of the main building, at a cost of a little less than the appropriation. 
It contains thirty rooms, which are comfortably furnished by the Posts, 
Relief Corps, and individuals of the State, as follows:

The building was first occupied January 1, 1894, and June 30 had nine- 
teen occupants. Fifty can be accommodated with rooms, and if necessary 
sixty can be placed in the building. The prospect is that the copiing 
winter will see it filled. I would recommend that an appropriation of 
$10,000 per annum should be made for its maintenance. 

Assuming the duties of Commandant May 1, 1893, after ten mouths had 

S expired of this biennial period, it will be noticed by the Quartermaster's 
report that the cost of subsistence per ration for the last year has been 
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uniformly lower than the year before, and for the quarter ending March 
31, 1894, was the lowest in the history of the Home, while for the year 
the average cost per capita (as will be seen by the Adjutant's report) was 
$161.25. 

This result has been brought about by a determined effort for economy 
in the pay roll and in many other things about the institution. 

HOSPITAL. 

We now have sixty-one of our number in the hospital, many of whom 
are suffering from chronic diseases, and cannot be cured. About twelve are 
partially paralyzed and can only move around with the aid of a wheel-chair. 
Several more are partially demented, and need constant care and watching. 
A corps of nurses are in constant attendance and the work is being well 
done under the supervision of Dr. L. C. Reed, who devotes to it his whole 
time. Female nurses would improve the service very much, but the 
expense would necessarily be much larger. At the present time, as well as 
in the past, nurses have been selected from the inmates of the Home best 
qualified for such work, and paid at the rate of thirty cents per diem. The 
pay of female nurses would be more, besides the extra expense of boarding 
them. 

CONCLUSION. 

In closing this report, I desire to express my thanks to Major J. W. 
Long, the Adjutant, Col. C. B. Hinsdill, Quartermaster, Dr. L. C. Read, Sur- 
geon, Mr. E. Carolan, Chief Engineer, and the other officers of the Home 
for their loyal support and very efficient performance of their duties. The 
supervision of this Institution is one of great responsibility, and often of 
a very trying nature. I have always had the true, earnest, loyal support 
of every member of the Board of Managers, without regard to political 
affiliation, without which I feel I should have made a failure, and for it I 
am under great obligations to the members.

Sir— I have the honor to report the following concerning the operation 
and maintenance of the medical department oi this Home from July 1, 
1892, to June 30, 1894, inclusive: 

Number in hospital July 1,1892 47 

Number admitted since June 30, 1892 197

During the last two years a hot water boiler has been placed in the 
basement of the hospital building, being a great improvement, giving ub 
an abundance of hot water for all purposes. An operating room has also 
been furnished with foot bath immediately connected with sewer for 
bandaging and dressing ulcers and wounds, making it possible to keep not 
only the room free from disagreeable odors but also to give better care to 
the patients. 

The new elevator placed in the hospital is also a great convenience, sav- 
ing nurses who have to attend to patients in the second story a great deal 
of fatigue and delay in going up and down stairs many times during the 
day. 

One 'irawback in the hospital is the earth tioor in the basement. Both in 
a &«* .1 ter ^ sense and as a matter of convenience, I would recommend that 
'v^uarter »'i\oor be provided as an important need. 

"brushing of tlu^ woods west of the gravel road has been a 
1 improvement, allowing as it does a freer circulation of air 
• towards the buildings. 
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We have been fortunate in not having been visited with any epidemics 
during the last biennial period. 

I think I can say truthfully that there has been a marked improvement 
among chronic cases which were under depressent influences, under a 
sanito-hygenic and at the same time vigorous treatment, four who were 
bed fast are now walking around. 

I would call your attention to the necessity of trained nurses in order to 
have the hospital attain its ultimate degree of usefulness. The lesson 
taught by all other general hospitals would indicate its necessity here. 

The health of the members of this Home has improved under the 
svstem of detail inaugurated a year since and I would recommend that 
they be kept employed at work suitable to their ages and condition, suf- 
ficiently to prevent if possible the general sluggish condition of the 
system brougnt on by an overcrowded stomach and too little exercise.

The main building, having been occupied ten years, has needed some 
general overhauling, such as repairs of plumbing, re-kalsomining of widls, 
and minor repairs, which have been done. Stand pipes for fire protection 
have been placed also in the hospital, dormitory and Family Annex. 
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OUBBENT EXPENSE. 

The report of our Treasurer, submitted herewith, shows a 
conditiou of our funds. Against a total expenditure of $177,464.36 for the 
biennial period, the State has received from the general government the 
sum of $98,525.00, making the net cost, to the taxpayers of Michigan, but 
$78,939.36, or $39,469.68 per annum.

WATER SUPPLY. 

The question of obtaining ample water for the needs of the Home has 
been satisfactorily solved. Three wells have been sunk, partly on the 
Home grounds and partly on the adjoining property, which supply a plen- 
tiful amount of pure water for drinking purposes. One mile east of the 
Home is a lake whose water is remarkably soft, caused by filtration 
through alkaline deposits. This we have reached by piping, and by 
syphoning it have connected it with our pumping system. The idea of 
utilizing the water power of Lamberton creek which flows through our 
grounds has been carried into effect. Having a fall of twenty-three feet 
gives sufficient force to drive a turbine wheel, part of the time, by which 
our pumps are operated. This gives us plenty of water for lawn sprinkling 
and fire protection, so that we have the benefit of three kinds of water: the 
spring water for potable purposes, the soft water for boilers, bath rooms, 
lavatories and laundry, and the creek water for general use for other pur- 
poses. To further utilize this, a power house has been built in the ravine 
below the dam, and here we have three hydraulic pumps, which are oper- 
ated either by an electric motor or the turbine wheel. Besides these there 
is a large steam pump in the basement of the building, and in the main 
building adjacent to the boiler house is another set of steam pumps. 
Another improvement has been made whereby the exhaust steam from our 
engines, by which the dynamos are run, is conveyed into the pipes by 
which the buildings are heated. An electric motor has been placed also 
in the laundry, in place of the small engine formerly there; this system 
also results in a large saving of fuel.

IMPBOYEMBNTS. 



The necessity for more room the coming winter has led to instructions 
bein^ given to have the north and south attics divided into dormitories 
which will increase the capacity of that floor by at least 150 men. Win- 
dows have also been put in several dark rooms, thus rendering them avail- 
able for occupancy as dormitories. 



HOSPITAL. 

The primary reason for the establishment of this Home being to care 
for the old and infirm, has created a condition of affairs that has caused 
ns to give more than ordinary attention to the hospital and its specific 
field of usefulness. As time passes, and the veterans become older and 
conse(][uently more feeble each year, the hospital becomes more and more 
essential, and will ultimately be the chief feature of this Home. 

Believing that the services of women nurses would do much to alleviate 
the condition of those in the hospital, a superintendent of nurses was 
engaged and a contract entered into with the Union Benevolent Associa- 
tion hospital of Grand Rapids by which the services of four women narses 
were secured, their term of duty at our hospital being two months when 
they were replaced by others from the same institution. The remarkable 
change in the appearance of the inmates and wards, the regularity of 
giving medicines, the cleanliness and system of serving food, convinced us 
that our action had been a wise one. It has had in every way a beneficial 
effect upon the sick. 

In the first part of the present year the Union Benevolent Association 
not wishing to continue the contract, we decided to establish a training 
school for nurses, under the superintendence of the principal nurse already 
employed, and this has been done with successful results. 

The experience to be gained in our hospital, not being of a general 
character, in order that our nurses might graduate, equipped for their 
avocation, arrangements have been made with other hospital associations, 
who hire the services of our nurses, paying us the same price that we pay 
them, and in this way these nurses gain a general experience under the most 
advantageous circumstances. Two are now at the '^ Home of the Feeble 
Minded and Epileptic" at Lapeer, two at Lansing at the Woman's Hospi- 
tal, and two at the Nichols Memorial Hospital at Battle Creek, all of them 
having served their novitiate here before being sent to those places. 
Arrangements could be made by which any State institution needing 
women nurses could be furnished from our scnool. Their pay has been 
fixed at $6.00 per month after a novitiate period of two months for the 
first six months, and $8.00 per month for the remaining time of the course 
of three years. 

The hospital building becoming overcrowded, thereby proving a menace 
to the health of patients, as well as a drawback to the efficiency of the 
service, we have contracted for an addition thereto. This is to be fiiiished 
in December next, and will contribute to the comfort and health of patienta 
and attendants. 
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The old hand elevator proving practically worthless, a new hydraulic 
elevator has been ordered for this building. ' All of these improvements 
and repairs have been made witnin our appropriation.* 



OFFIOEBS' OOTTAGES. 

Two cottages for the use of the Adjutant and Surgeon were erected in 
1895 at a cost of 91,750.00 each. This gives us the (quarters formerly occu- 
pied by the Adjutant and family in Uie main buildiuR for the women 
nurses, and the quarters of the Surgeon and family in the hospital build- 
ing, for legitimate and needed hospital uses. 



PENSION AND OLOTHINa BULB. 

The former pension rule, by which members were paid 116.00 out of 
their pensions when received, has been amended so as to pay them $6.00 
per month instead. 

Realizing both the stringency of the times and the justice of the idea 
that members who were drawing pensions should contribute as they were 
able towards their support by the State, a clothing rule has been adopted 
by this Board, with the following provisions: 

'' No member of the Michigan Soldiers* Home shall be allowed more 
than $21.12 per year in clothing, which shall be issued to non-pensioners 
free. 

Members receiving $12.00 per month pension shall pay for all clothing 
received by them. 

Members receiving $10.00 per month pension shall pay quarterly 75 per 
cent of the amount of clothing drawn during said quarter. 

Members receiving $8.00 per month pension shall pay quarterly 60 per 
cent of amount of clothing drawn dnring said quarter. 

Members receiving $6.00 per month pension shall pay quarterly 25 per 
cent of amount of clothing arawn during said quarter.*' 

Where this rule has interfered with the support of dependent families, 
the Board has invariably excused the member from its operation. 



THB FAMILY ANNEX, 

or Woman's Building, owing to the settling of the building, has caUed 
for some general repairs. This has been done by papering the entire 
building, the funds for this being available from the balance on hand from 
the original appropriation for erecting the same.

In making this report, we feel a pride in the showing made. The mem- 
bers have been well dothed, well fed and properly taken care of. Inclnding 
all expenditures the net cost is $74.29 per capita per annxmi, or about 2M} 
cents per day. Deducting from this $23,310.14, the cost of permanent 
improvements on State property, and the cost of maintenance is very 
small. 

General Averell, Government Inspector of the National and State Homes, 
places the maximum attendance at eight years hence, and this estimate is 
already being verified by younger men seeking admission to the Home.

We resi>ectfully recommend that the Legislature appropriate for the 
next two years the sum of eighty-eight thousand dollars each year, this

To the Board of Managers Michigan Soldiers* Home: 

Gentlbmbn — My term of office has been so short that my report will 
necessarily be brief. 

I desire to call attention to the venr full and complete reports made by 
the different officers of the Home. These show the detailed workings of 
the institution, and make a showing which cannot fail to be very gratify- 
ing to you and to the friends of the Home everywhere. They also confirm 
me in my belief that the persons making them are the right men for the 
places, and that the Home is well officered throughout. 

My experience has already shown me that the law passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, conferring rank upon the officers of the Home, 
€uid providing for a place of restraint for the unru y, was by far the most 
efficient aid to discipline ever rendered. In my opinion the cases requir- 
ing to be sent to the public places of restraint will be very few in the 
future. 

We are confronted with a condition of things at the present time 
which is unprecedented in the history of the Home. Men are coming 
to me every day who are able and willing, in fact anxious, to work, but 
who are unable to get employment owing to the stringency of the times. 
When jobs are hunting for men the old men stand some chance, but 
when men are hunting jobs the young men have the advantage, and it 
should be remembered that the youngest of us have passed the half 
century milestone. For this and other reasons I expect a much larger 
number in the Home the coming winter than ever before. The prepara- 
tions already made and ordered will enable us to take care of 700 mem- 
bers without crowding, excepting in the dining room. It will be neces- 
sary to set three tables, but this can be done readily, because when our 
membership is large we have large detail lists. 

ri I am quite of the opinion that more atteution should be paid to farm- 
ing, both as a matter of economy and from a sanitary point of view. 
While few of the members of the Home are able to do as many hard 
days' work as formerly, 50 per cent of them would be the better for being 
employed at some out of door labor at least a portion of the time. We 
have about 15 acres in our garden, and are raising a large proportion 
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of our vegetables. With 100 acres I would undertake to supply the 
Home without the employment of any help from the outside whatever. 

The pension system is working admirably, and I think that even those 
members of the Home who were so much opposed to it in the beginning 
are now ready to acknowledge the wisdom of the rule. I am certain 
that there can be no just grounds of complaint as it is at present 
administered. There are over ^,000.00 on deposit from this fund at 
the present time, and I am sure that much more of the pension money 
is finding its way into the hands of dependent relatives than formerly. 
Interest is paid the depositors at bankable rates. 

The clothing rule is also giving more general satisfaction, and is 
effecting quite a saving. It is not the amount which is received from 
clothing so much as it is the fact that when a member has to pay for 
his clothing he only draws what he must have, and is very careful of 
what he gets, but when he has so much issued to him monthly, with- 
out expense to himself, he wants all that he is entitled to. 

In conclusion I desire to say that we are abundantly supplied with 
all kinds of machinery; we shall need no new buildings of importance 
unless it be an ice house, but still, in view of the increased number 
present, 37 more than were here last year, and a hundred more than 
were here two years ago, I think it will hardly be safe to cut down our 
appropriation. There is always the liability to accident to be taken 
into consideration, and the absolute necessity for keeping an institution 
like this in good general repair.

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During the last two years many needed improvements have been made 
one of which is the famishing of pure spring water, for both drinking and 
culinary porposes, for all of the inmates of the Home, and soft water for 
bathing^purposes. 

The Keady elevator that was placed in the hospital was found to be 
inadequate on account of its slowness and labor to operate, has been re- 
placed with a hydraulic elevator that starts from the basement and runs 
to garret, thereby affording every facility needed to convey both 
inmates and patients to the different parts of building. 

Female nurses have been employed, and have been a great success in 
assisting the Surgeon, and giving to the patients a more home-like feeling 
while in the hospital. Each nurse takes her turn in the diet kitchen, 
which has been supplied with an oil range, and prepares and cooks the 
special diet for each patient as prescribed, which our general cook could 
not find time to do. The male nurses could not be dispensed with. They 
perform the heavier part, as lifting, bathing and dressing our helpless, of 
which we have a number. 

We have been at times in great need of more room. The addition, when 
completed, will give more space in the dining room and five additional 
wards for patients; allowing more private room for the contagious diseases, 
and a much needed private room into which dying patients can be 
removed, thus freeing the ward from the depressing effect of such scenes. 

We have had a new electric battery to replace the one worn out. A 
sun parlor has been added to the south ward furnishing a pleasant and 
comfortable place for sun baths. I would respectfully urge that the 
basement of the hospital be furnished with more light and air, and a 
cement floor be provided. The dispensary has received an outfit of shelf 
bottles, and a microscope, which is of vital importance in the treatment of 
pulmonary diseases. A generous board and Commandant have given us 
steady improvements of the hospital, which is very commendable, and this 
influence is shown by the general improvement in all classes of patients. 

The farm-garden which yields bountiful crops, the result of careful cul- 
tivation, has been of much benefit in tvo ways: furnishing the tables with 
fresh vegetables, and giving the men the proper outdoor exercise necessary 
to maintain health. 

With the completion of the commodious addition we will have a hospital 
building for the care of the veterans unsurpassed by any State institution.

The followinir conditions of admission to the Home are very simple and mast be complied with : 

FirsU The applicant mast state his case ander oath : make application fur admission ; and aLso maJce 
a pledge ander oath to abide by the rales aud retnilations of tbt Home. 

Second^ The certificate of identification mast be signed by either the sapervisor of the township or 
ward in which the applicant resides, the coanty clerk, or jadfl^e of probate of the coanty in which the 
applicant resides, or any member of the board of managers ; this is to indicate citizenship. 

Thirds Tbe medical certificate mast be filled in, to indicate physical disability. It is aseless to send 
in6oit|4cte papers- to this office, as thny will be retaraed. Dischances or transcripts of service in the 
ajrmyi mofrt accompaay each application. Where the diacha* gea have been lost or are in'the hands of 
pe^iwpi^ fLttomeffs, a transcript ofaervice can be obtained by toriting to the Adjutant General of the state 
tn which auch applicant enliated. 

It is also necessary to give the postoffice address, with the coanty, and also the nearest railroad 
station. In fact, to sapply this office with the necessary information to enable it to anderstand the 
case and the best roate to bring the applicant here, if admitted. 

The blank mast be filled in as indicated by the blank spaces. 

The following section of law creating the Michigan Soldiers* Home is appended to show the condi- 
tions of admissibility. 

" Ail honorably diecharged soldiers, sailors and marines, who have served in the army or navy of the 
United States in the late war of the Unbellion. or in the Mexican war, and who are disabled by disease, 
wonnds or otherwise, and who have no adeqaate means of sapport, and by reason of snch disability are 
incapable of earning their living, and who woaid be otherwise dependant apon pnblic or private charity, 
shall be entitled to be admitted to said Home, subject to tho roles and regalations that shall be adopted 
by the board of managers to govern the admission of applicants to said home: Provided^ That no 
applicant shall be admitted to said Home who has not been a resident of the State of Michigan for 
one year next preceding the passage of this act, anless he served in a Michigan regiment or waa 
accredited to the State of Michigan/* 

All pensions over S5 per month mast be tamed over to the commandant. If there are dependant 
relatives (wife, children or parents) this will be sent to them. If not the money will be kept, to be 
paid to the member on his final discharge from the Home. Applicants receiving over $12 per month 
pension, may avail themselves of the benefits of the Home by tarning over to the commandant for 
their support all money over S12 per month. 

The Attorney General of Michigan has decided that the inmates of the different National Homes 
are in the enjoyment of adequate means of support, and they are therefore ineligible to admission, so 
that no application from any of this class will be considered. 

Honoraole discharge from the service is indispensable. No deserter need apply, for they will not be 
admitted. 

Persons of unsoand mind cannot be received. The proper coarse to pursue is, io such cases, to make 
application for their admission into one of the insane asylums of the State, to the judge of probate 
or the county where such applicant resides. 

The Michigan Soldiers* Home is one and a half miles north of the city, at which place all accepted 
applicants should report. 

No person should be sent here for admission until he has been duly notified that hii application has 
been approved.

Hon. Hazen S. Pingree, Oovemor: 

Sir — In conformity with law, we have the honor to make this, our 
seventh biennial report. 

The appropriations made by the Legislature of 1897 were as follows: 

CURRENT EXPENSES (ACT No. 131).

CHANGE OF COMMANDANT. 

Col. Jas. A. Crozer held the office of Commandant for two years. Capt. 
George £. Judd was elected as his successor, assuming command May 1, 

18i^8. 

GENERAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past two years an extension to the hospital, giving more 
space in the dining room and additional and much needed ward and other 
accommodations for the patients, has been built, at a cost of $6,300.00. 
A thermostatic controller of heat and temperature has also been placed in 
the hospital at an expense of $1,735.00. The results obtained by its use 
have been most satisfactory and our hospital accommodations are now 
satisfactory and adequate. A new conservatory costing $1,^60.00 has also 
been built, and a change in the closet and water system has been made in 
the Dormitory, at a cost of $500.00. 

The balance of the special appropriation of $15,000.00 (Act 212 Session 
Laws of 1893) being $357.66, has been expended in repairs and furnishings 
of the Woman's Building. 

The buildings and grounds have been kept in good order and repair. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

In May, 1897, the dam which forms the reservoir from which is obtained 
partial power for our water supply, and which also furnishes a part of the 
water used in the Home, ^ave way owing to very high water. It has been 
replaced at a cost of $1,100.00, and such precautions have been tajten aa ta 
render a repetition of the accident improbable.

CLOTHING RULE. 

For some years the experiment was tried of having members of the 
Home who were pensioners pay for all, or a part of the clothing furnished 
them. However, the results were not satisfactory and the United States 
Assistant Inspector General, in his report of 1897, after a visit to the 
Home in June of that year, commented very severely on the nnsoldierly 
appearance of the members. We quote extracts: 

*'At inspection the clothing of the men did not present a good appear- 
ance." ♦ * * There was a considerable number with dirty and worn citi- 
zens clothing, and the uniform clothing was mostly shabby, worn, and not 
neat. * * * The Commandant admits that this rule of the Home requiring 
such purchase of clothing, accounts for the members being so poorly 
dressed. * ♦ * The members arrayed in these unworthy habiliments did 
not comport well with the magnificent appearance of the building in front 
of which they were formed for muster." 

In March last the rule was rescinded and, while the results have been 
decidedly unsatisfactory financially to the Board as it caused an extra ex- 
pense of at least $8,000 per annum, the veterans as a rule present a neat 
and creditable appearance. The state can now feel pride in the appear- 
ance of the veterans who are members of the Michigan Soldiers' Home. 

THE women's building 

■l steadily filling up and will accommodate but few more applicants. At 
isent the members take their meals in the dining room in the main 
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building, bnt there are decided objeotions to this. The room with oar in- 
creased numbers is all needed for the male members and in cold or stormy 
weather the women, many of them old and feeble, should not be required 
to leave their own building and go to the main dining room for their 
meals. Plans have been prepared for an addition to the building 30x50 
feet, two stories, and a basement, which will provide for a dining room, 
kitchen and laundry and will furnish accommodation for 20 more members. 
An appropriation will be asked for this addition to the women's building. 

INOBEASE OF MEMBERSHIP.

The number now present is the largest ever in the Home at this time of 
the year. This increase in our membership is not a temporary one. It 
is permanent and will, under the conditions existing, continue to become 
larger for some years to come. The time has arrived when the young 
men who formed by far the greater number of those who served in the 
war of the rebellion are beginning to feel the disabilities and disadvant- 
ages of advancing age. The average age of the members of the Home is 
62 years and the great majority of veterans still living are between 56 and 
66. The privations and hardships which they endured while in the field 
have left their impress, and too many of these men who have struggled 
against pain and sickness for many years are commencing to find them- 
selves unable to meet the competition of younger men and are learning 
the sad lesson that by their own exertions they cannot earn their bread. 
The Soldiers' Home or the County House are their only refuge. For 
several years to come we must expect a large and increasing demand on 
our resources and 'accommodations. 

NEW BOILERS. 

The boilers that are in use in the Home are so worn that new ones must 
be provided. 

CUBBENT EXPENSES. 

We estimate that the membership of the Soldiers' Home for the year 
1899 will average 655 and of the women's building 46 — 700; for the year 
1900, average in the Soldiers' Home 675, in the women's building, 55 — 730, 
and that the expense of maintaining the members will be $155 per capita 
or 1221,000 for the years 1899 and 1900. During that time there should 
be received from the per capita of $100 per annum for the partial support 
of each veteran in the Home, allowed by the United States Government, 
$131,000, making the actual cost to the State of the maintenance of the 
Soldiers' Home (not including permanent improvements) $90,000 or 
$62.93 per annum per capita. Including permanent improvements 
$16,500, the average expenditure will be $74.47 per capita per annum. 
2 
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APPROPRIATIONS. 

We respectfully recommend that the Legislature appropriate for the 
year 1899, the following amounts:

To the Honorable Board of Managers, Michigan Soldiers^ Home : 

Gentlemen — Herewith I have the honor to make my biennial report 
for the two years ending June 30, 1898. 

The continual increase of membership is shown by the Adjutant's 
report. I respectfully call your attention to the reports of the Adjutant, 
Surgeon and Quartermaster, which fully set forth the conditions prevail- 
ing during the last two years. 

I would recommend that the old bath tubs in the basement be removed, 
and that new ones be put in. I would also urge that overcoats be provided 
for the members. 

The indications are that for several years the demands upon the Home 
will increase, as old age now shuts out the comrades from all opportunity 
to obtain remunerative labor, making them utterly helpless in the strife 
for the goods of this world. 

No epidemics have occurred during the past two years. The sanitary 
condition of the building is perfect. The veterans of the Home seem as 
happy as men can be, who have nothing to do and nothing to occupy 
their minds. I urge that all possible argument be used to secure an 
appropriation for building a kitchen and dining room for the women's 
building.

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The fann garden, which is in a fine condiidon, furnishing all the fresh 
vegetables, is a great soarce of benefit for a continuous supply for the sick 
and inmates; the basement has had the cement floor added to the Hospital 
with commodious and well warmed and lighted rooms, and vrith rubber 
matting on all of the halls, upper and lower floors, as well as all of the 
stairs, and under the management of the new commandant, the Hospital 
is supplied with fresh flowers twice a week by the liberal hand of Mrs. 
Geo. Judd, jr«, which are ^reaUy appreciated by the veterans and attend- 
ants of the Hospital. We have had no deaths in the Hospital from 
surgical operations, of which we have had several including removal of 
cataract, resections of feet and two laparotomys.
